Council poised to sealTown 
Center partnershipTuesday

Next Tuesday City Council will vote 
on whether or not to continue plans for 
the Town Center project in Pembroke. 

Although no consensus was taken at a 
work session Tuesday when Cify Attor- 
ney Leslie Lilley outlined the document 
framework for the public/private partner- 
ship under which the project will be db- 
veloped, a number of council members 
indicated that the time was right to get 
on with the project. 

Lilley said that the documents and a 
more detailed explanation will be includ- 
ed in today's council packet. 

The investment partnership is between 
Town Center Associates L.L.C. which 
has at least two principals. Armada Hof- 
fler Properties, L.L. C. and an entity 
controlled by Gerald Divans, and the Vir- 
ginia Beach Development Authority md 
the city of Virginia Beach.

The project involves the development 
of a town center in the Central Business 
District, a 16-acre mixed-use commercial 
development with public pai-king struc- 
tures to be constructed by the developer 
in phases. 

The first two phases will involve a pri- 
vate investment of over $122 million. 

Louis Haddad of Armada Hoffler said 
that this project is different from any 
partnership he has been involved with in 



that the developer is taking 100 percent 
of the risk. 

"We're the ones saying, 'We can make 
this happen.' We believe we are right." 

Some delay was anticipated when some 
citizens said they had not been inform^ 
sufficiently about the project before 
council had decided to go ahead. On Dec. 
14, council adopted a resolution approv- 
ing a non-binding memorandum of under- 
standing recommending the approval and 
execution by the city of Virginia Beach 
Development Authority of a non-binding 
memorandum of understand authorizing 
the development of project documents. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley Tues- 
day said she had a problem with the "feel- 
ing we have negotiated a deal without the 
public's knowledge." 'To my 
knowledge," she said, "all the informa- 
tion has been publicized." 

Lilley agreed that all the information 
had been made public. "To my knowl- 



■ edge," he said, "we have been forthright." 
City Manager James K. Spore said that 
the city's way of proceeding has been 
very responsible. 

Councilman Linwood Branch said that 
some people had the impression that the 
city had the option to keep this property 
as it is, but it is privately owned. The 
issue is, how do you want the property 
developed, he said. 

Vice Mayor wiiuam p. Ses- 

soms Jr. said that the information is out 
there and that not one thing has been 
kept from the public. "Some people 
don't want to see the project happening," 
he said. 

He suggested that the city issue a state- 
ment describing each of its public/private 
partnerships, put it all on the table and 
show the people what the tax savings 
have been and will be.

Citizens lool(ing for jet noise relief

Citizens concerned about jet noise have 
prepared an agenda for a "quieter and safer 
community" with recommendations rang- 
ing from relocating flight demonstration 
practice to eliminating all temporary 
(trailer style) classrooms within the high 
noise zones. 

The major thrust of the organization to 
to obtain city, community and Navy sup- 
port for the 18 initiatives included in the 
agenda. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley released 
the citizens' agenda at a City Council 
workshop Tuesday. 

Among the recommendations are: 

■ Optimizing the use of outlying 
fields, in addition to the one at Fentress 
in Chesapeake for the conduct of routine 



readiness training — touch and go and 
field carrier landing practice. 

■ Implementing the flight procedure 
changes that substantively reduce jet 
noise impact without materially impair- 
ing readiness — encourage the Navy to 
engage in a dialogue on this issue with 
impacted residents and the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration (FAA). 

■ Relocate flight demonstration prac- 
tice not associated directly with NAS 
Oceana air shows, but currently conduct- 
ed over the city to more appropriate 
areas. Reassess the appropriateness of the 
existing FAA waiver. 

■ Require comprehensive and mean- 
ingful disclosure of noise impacts, in- 
cluding potential health, educational and 
welfare impacts, and accident risk associ- 
ated with jet aircraft operations in all real 



estate transactions executed in Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake. 

■ Assiduously restrict new residential 
development in noise-impacted areas 
deemed incompatible for such purposes. 

I Adopt and enforce residential con- 
struction standards that adequately protect 
residents and businesses residing within 
high noise zones, e.g. those favored by 
the Navy. 

■ Seek federal legislation that treats 
residents of high noise zones adjacent to 
the military airfields fairiy and commen- 
surate with citizens living in high noise 
zones neighboring commercial airfields. 
Federal noise abatement funds are avail- 
able for the latter, but not the former. 

■ Raise public awareness of child db- 
velopment, academic performance and the 
health issues associated with chronic ex- 



posure to high levels of jet noise. 

■ Support the Quiet Communities 
Act. 

■ Provide constructive input to the 
Navy's F/A-18 E/F (super hornet) Envi- 
ronmental Impact Statement. 

■ Oppose the sitting of F/A-18 E/F 
super hornets at NAS Oceana if the Navy 
fails to credibly consider the use of outly- 
ing fields and other measures to substan- 
tially reduce noise and accident risk. 

■ Encourage city officials of Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake to similariy en- 
gage the Navy as responsible advocates 
of their constituents. 

■ Encourage the Navy to aggressively 
seek approval and funding for a second 
Aircraft Acoustical Enclosure (Hush

It's still too soon to determine 
whether 20-month-old Elizabeth 
Robley of Virginia Beach is destined 
to be the next Georgia O'Keefe.

Be a heartsaver 



When someone goes into cardiac arrest, tt 
becomes a desperate race against the clock to 
save his or her life. Every minute — every 
second — counts. Tragically, each day in 
America, several hundred cardiac arrest 
victims die before they reach the hospital. 

February is American Heart Month, during 
which the American Heart Association is 
urging all Americans to help improve the 
national cardiac arrest survival rate by taking 
quick action when faced with a cardiac arrest 
emergency. 

Cardiac disease is the number one cause of 
death among Americans annually, killing 
more than the next seven leading causes of 
death combined. Cardiovascular disease 
claims more than 959,000 lives in the U.S. 
each year — 41.4 percent of all deaths, or one 
of every 2.4 deaths. 

That means more than 2,600 Americans die 
each day of cardiovascular disease, an 
average of one every 33 seconds. 

Time is critical to saving lives. - 

The theme for American Heart Month is a 
"Be an American Heartsaver!" Doing one's 
part is as simple as three steps: 

■ Know the warning signs of heart attack. 
Then you can recognize a medical emergency 
when it occurs. The signs of heart attack are 
uncomfortable pressure, fullness, squeezing 
or pain in the center of the chest lasting more 
than a few minutes; pain spreading to the 
neck, shoulders or arms; and chest 
discomfort with lightheadedness, fainting, 
sweating, nausea or shortness of breath. The 
symptoms of cardiac arrest are different: the 
person collapses and loses consciousness, 
stops normal breathing and loses pulse or 
blood pressure. 

■ Call 911. Upon recognizing any heart 
attack or cardiac arrest symptoms, call 911 
immediately to access the emergency medical 
system. Too many people go through denial 
and, as a result, wait too long before seeking 
medical attention. 

■ Give CPR. Give cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation because it can keep the cardiac 
arrest victim alive until emergency help 
arrives. CPR is important because it 
maintains vital blood flow to the heart and 
brain, which helps sustain the victim until 
defibrillation can be administered. 

Since 70 to 80 percent of all cardiac arrest 
emergencies occur in the home, knowing CPR 
can save the life of a loved one. 

During the season of hearts, taking this 
"heartsaving" and loving step is vital. — V.E.H.

Abraham 
Lincoln was

uneducated 
carpenter and a farmer. Nancy Lin- 
coln, his mother, had little or no 
schooling and could not write. Both 
parents were members of a Baptist 
congregation which had separated 
from another church due to the oppo- 
sition of slavery. 

The Lincolns moved to Southern 
Indiana in 1816 when Abraham was 
7 years old, where Nancy Lincoln 
died Oct. 5, 1 8 1 8 of "milk sickness," 
adisease contracted by drinking milk 
from cows which have grazed on 
poisonous white snakeroot. The same 
year, in Lexington, Kentucky, Mary 
Ann Todd, Abraham's future wife, 
was born on Dec. 13. Thomas Lin- 
coln remarried the next year, and 
Abraham loved his new' stepmother, 
Sarah Bush Johnston Lincoln. 

The first book Abraham person- 
ally owned was first loaned to him in 
1825. It was titled "Life of Washing- 
ton," written by Parson Mason 
Weems. Abraham had borrowed it 
froin a neighbor and, when it got 
soaked with rain, he worked off its 
worth. He loved to read and preferred 
learning to working in the fields. 

In 1827, Abraham earned his first 
dollar ferrying passengers to a steamer 
on the Ohio River and, in 1830, the 
Lincolns moved from Indiana to Illi- 
nois. 

In 1831, the young Lincoln de- 
cided to leave his family and go off 
on his won. It is believed that his anti- 
slavery opinions may have been for- 
mulated when he saw the abuse of 
slaves during his second flatboat trip 
to New Orleans. 

In July, he moved to New Salem, 
III., where he boarded at Rutledge's 
tavern and became acquainted with 
theowner'sdaughter, Ann, who some 
felt was Lincoln's first love. Ann 
died four years later, possibly of ty- 
phoid fever, at the young age of 22.

On her deathbed, she called for 
Abraham and he made a private, final 
visit to the dying giri. 

After having been defeated when 
he ran for the Illinois State Legisla- 
ture in 1 832, he ran again in 1 834 and 
was elected. During the summer of 
1 834, John T. Stuart advised Lincoln 
to study law, which he did. 

When the state legislature ad- 
journed in February of 1 835, Lincoln 
returned to New Salem and resumed 
his legal studies with great determi- 
nation and received his license to 
practice law in 1836. He was ac- 
cepted to the Illinois Bar in 1837, 
moved to Springfield on April 15 and 
became a law partner of John Stuart. 
He was also re-electea to the Illinois 
House of Representatives. In 1838, 
he was elected for a third time. 

In 1839, he met Mary Ann Todd, 
who had moved to Springfield from 
Lexington, Kentucky. He won the 
Illinois House of Representative seat 
for the fourth and last time in 1840, 
and he and Mary Todd married on 
Nov. 4, 1 842. Abraham gave Mary a 
gold wedding ring with the words 
"Love is Eternal" engraved inside the 
band. Mary wore this ring until the 
day she died. 

Lincoln was a member of the Whig 
Party and remained a Whig until 1856, 
when he became a Republican. 

On March 4, 1849, Lincoln was 
admitted to practice law before the 
United States Supreme Court. He also 
received a patent for this device that 
would lift vessels over shallow spots 
by means of inflating buoyant cham- 
bers. Nothingevercameof his inven- 
tion. He was elected to the Illinois 
legislature in 1854, but he declined 
the office on Nov. 27 to become a 
candidate for the U.S. Senate. 

He was defeated in this attempt 
early in 1855. 

Aquote attributed to Abraham Lin- 
coln at this time was, "As I would not 
be a slave, so I would not be a master 
— This expresses my idea of democ- 
racy —Whatever differs from this, to 
the extent of the difference, is no 
democracy."

John C. Ickes has the hearty spirit of a 
man who enjoys whatever he does, whether 
it's work, performing Celtic tunes or kicking 
back a belt of his favorite single malt 
scotch. 

A ^retired lieutenant, the 26-year Navy 
cryplologist has called Hampton Roads 
home for neariy two decades. Today he's 
director of operations for the Neptune 
Festival in his adopted hometown, Virginia 
Beach. 

He's also a familiar face on the local 
music scene through his memberships in the 
Hampton Roads Highland Games, Doorway 
Singers and Royal Canadian Legion Pipes 
and Drums. He's enjpys doing solo Celtic 
performances on the guitar, banjo, bagpipes 
and bodran (drum) at Mo and O'Malley's 
Irish Pub. 

After retiring from the Navy in 1991, the 
Lynnhaven Woods resident worked for the 
Navy Family Services Center before joining 
the Neptune Festival staff three years ago. 

"I started off primarily doing things like 
overseeing volunteer program, Poseidon pin 
sales (our primary fundraiser) and 
Boardwalk vendors. We recently did a 
reshuffle of the organization here, and now 
, I'm director of operations and logistics. I'm 
not sure what all that means!" he smiled. 

It's the perfect detail-oriented job for a 
former cryptologist. 

"Seriously, I have a lot more 
responsibility in terms of getting the events 
planned and staffed, administered and 
executed." 

A million details go into successfully 
pulling off the monthlong festival, 
traditionally held in September. Virginia 
Beach's largest festival, it's the time when 
residents unite after the tourist season to 
"reclaim" the city for themselves. 

"Having been to any number of Neptune 
Festivals as an observer and participant 
beforehand, you're never aware of all the 
details and what goes on behind the scenes. 
It may mean that someone needs power for 
their tent, some 1 10 volts and some 220 
volts — just lots of intriguing, little details." 
Planning the gala, he said, is a year-round 
task. 

"The weekend after the festival is over, 
you actually do the wrap-up, some 
accounting, some thank you's and 
immediately start planning the next one. 
But the beauty of it is that, though we have 
a small staff, it's about the volunteers and 
the community. It's a celebration of Virginia 
Beach. We don't run Neptune Festival, the 
people do." 

Music also plays an important role in the 
native New Yorker's life. 

"I grew up in a household where music 
was an integral part of what we did. Both 
my mother and father were accomplished 
singers. My dad worked for WCBS Radio, 
and my grandparents on both side were into 
music. From very early on we all did church 
choir, but it was all for fun." 

But it wasn't until the early 1970s when 
Ickes, then a young Navy Reservist, picked 
up the first of four instruments he plays 
today. 

"A bunch of us decided, 'OK, we're going 
to form a band,' as every young guy 
probably does," he mused. "'We'H'be 
famous overnight and retire young.'" 

It was the end of the folk music era, and 
the group selected a Celtic theme. One 
fellow could play three chords on the guitar, 
so he was automatically the guitarist. Ickes, 
who'd never touched the banjo — much less 
an instrument — was assigned that job. It 
took some sweet talking for the newly- 
married Ickes to convince his wife he 
needed to purchase a banjo. 

"She kind of rolled her eyes and said, 'If 
we get a banjo, will you play it, or will it sit 
in the comer?'" 

Ickes promised he'd put it to good iJse. He 
has lived up to his word, picking up the 
guitar, bagpipes and bodran over the years. 

"Our band was called Gulliver's Crew, 
and it was. my first exposure to Celtic 
music, I found that music has opened a 
phenomena] number of doors to me. You 
don't have to be a Frank Sinatra or Elton 
John. Basic musical ability will get you into 
all kinds of places," he said. 

Ickes picked up the bagpipes while 
stationed in Scotland. Today he remains 
friends with his teacher, James Petrie, who 
didn't dream of charging Ickes for the music 
lessons. 
"He said that if I was serious about

learning, he's be glad to teach me for free. 
What a fine guy. Anything I know about 
bagpipes, he taught me," he said. 

Ickes is also director of The Doorway 
Singers, which specializes in period and 
specialty productions. Their repertoire is as 
diverse as "The Golden Age of Broadway" 
to of Sainte Richard of Chichester." The 
Singers' holiday production of "A Dickens 
Kind of Christmas" is a popular local 
tradition. But Ickes' favorite is "Liberty 
Call, Liberty Call," a World War II musical 
retrospective. 

Ickes also stays busy with membership at 
Saint Francis Episcopal Church, where he 
serves as a lay reader and sings in the 
Chancel Choir. He likes to tip a few with 
the Society of Tasters of Whiskey and is an 
organizer with the Hampton Roads Highland 
Games.

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History is 'All in a Day's Work' 
for curious high school teacher 

Thomas Sledge examines life 
of plantation slaves Saturday 



IN A DAYS WORK

You won't find much in- U.S. 
history books about a part of 
America's past that fascinates 
Great Bridge High School 
teacher Thomas Sledge. 

A re -enactor since 1989, he'll 
share his knowledge of 18th- 
century plantation slave life 
Saturday during a special 
presentation, "All in a Day's 
Work." Virginia Beach's Francis 
Land House Historic Site and 
Gardens will host the event. 

The retired career Navy warrant 
officer has always" been 
interested in the history of 
warfare. But Sledge's attraction 
to African-Americans' role in 
shaping America began during a 
funeral service in a Hampton 
veterans cemetery. 

"The preacher was looking at a 
grave marker that said "Unknown 
Solder, USCT,' which stands for 
United States Colored Troops. He 
was upset about the forgotten 
soldier and thought he deserved 
some recognition," Sledge 
reminisced. "That piqued my 
interest." 

The teacher did a quick survey 
of the cemetery and estimated 
that at least 1,000 bore "USCT" 
on their headstones. 

"I started digging to learn and 
research more. Then, the first 
place I was to do a presentation 
on the African- American soldier 
of the Civil War was Museum of 
the Albemarle in Elizabeth City. 
I was glad to." 

World spread about Sledge's 
specialty. Now he's a frequent 
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lecturer, addressing organizations 
as diverse as the Museum of the 
Cape Fear and Daughters of the 
Confederacy. 

The Francis Land House has 
been a mainstay for several 
years. Sledge was invited to play 
the part of George, a slave, 
during Twelfth Night festivities at 
the colonial home. 

"Vicki Harvey (an educator at 
the house) wanted to get the 
black involvement too, even the 
part of the slaves. That's where it 
all started," said Sledge. 

From that evolved "All in a 
Day's Work." The interpretive 
tour begins with an explanation 
of what the daily lives of the 
slaves were like, from the field 
hands to house servants to skilled 
laborers. 

Using Land House documents 
— including bills of sale — 
Sledge traces how slaves were 
treated as chattel and willed to 
family members, even how slave 
families had little stability. 

"What affected the owner 
really impacted the lives of the 
slaves," Sledge offered. "Say, for 
example, that the master died. 
That doesn't mean that the whole 
slave family was going to the 
same person." 

Nor could slaves legally marry, 
hence "jumping the broom," an 
African-American custom 
developed to signify the bonds of 
matrimony. Slaves couldn't be 
taught to read or write, and after 
the Nat Turner Rebellion, weren't 
allowed to move about freely 
from place to place. 

Sle'dge takes the time to 
continually research the topic. 

"I've been trying to learn more 
and more, which is the only way 
you can teach it. Whenever I find 
something new I add it to my 
repertoire of lectures." 

The quality of a slave's life 
was dependent on the master. 
Just as there are good and bad 
employers today, so was the ca^w 
with slaveowners in yesteryear. 

"You have to look at it from 
the aspect that slaves were

property," Sledge said. "How 
would you treat your property? 
Would you beat someone who 
had to bring in your crops?" 

Some did and some didn't. 
Sledge said, but records on 
slaves are rare. It's up to 
historians to ferret out the details. 

"The slave was the silent 
presence The owners would 
always talk like the slaves were 
invisible. They said everything 
around the slaves," he continued. 



A slave was also a reflection of 
the owner's status. According to 
documents. Sledge said, the 
Lands were a family of some 
wealth. At its largest, the 
plantation encompassed soTne 
1,000 acres, considered an 
impressive holding in old 
Princess Anne County. 

Sledge said the house servant 
— the one who would answer the 
door — probably dressed well 
because he would make the 
family's first impression upon 
visitors. 

However, he isn't sure exactly 
how many slaves the Lands 
owned. 

Sledge, who usually takes part 
in Chesapeake's re-enactment of 
the Battle of Great Bridge in 
December, acknowledges that . 
slavery is a sensitive issue. 

"We'll never know the turmoil 
of the lives of slaves. If the 
mpther was free, then her child 
was born free. But if the mother 
was a slave, the child was bom 
into the bonds of slavery. I tell 
white people in the audience that 
I hold no grudge. But I also tell 
people that it wasn't like the old 
history books with the happy, 
singing slaves."

I was very impressed with the 
sentiment of gratitude expressed in 
Dubus' posthumously published 
piece which served as a "wake up" 
call for me. 

Before a tragic accident one starlit 
July night confined Dubus to a wheel- 
chair, he had been an avid runner for 
1 5 years — "a runner for all seasons." 

When he ran or walked, "there was 
no time." Just the hills, the trees, and 
the sky. 

He had loved running, jogging, 
and walking in New England; it 
cleared his.head and soothed his soul. 

While he thoroughly delighted in 
running, he felt — upon reflection — 
that he had not expressed the proper 
gratitude for his having been able to 
experience the joys of running when 
the leaves turned shades of scarlet 
and ochre in the autumn and when 
snow covered the New England Hills 
in the winter,. 

He reminisced about the pleasures 
of running while wearing only a T- 
shirt and shorts in the spring. In the 



warm summer months, he wore only 
shorts and a headband to absorb the 
perspiration from his brow. 

Simple pleasures, indeed, yet 
Dubus realized that he had hot truly 
appreciated what he had experienced 
until the accident had taken that privi- 
lege away; 

I've decided that I'm not going to 
take life' s simple pleasures for granted 
any longer. I'm not going to wait 
until either accident absconds with 
something that I treasure or old age 
cruelly deprives me of an ability that 
I have under-appreciated to recog- 
iiize the value of being able to expe- 
rience some 6f the extraordinary 
things that I have. 

Each day should be a day of thanks- 
giving. Each moment should be a 
treasured memory. Each flavorful 
experience should be fully savored as 
it passes the palate of life. 

Each day is full of miracles. Some- 
times we — include me — don't 
recognize them for what they are. 
are always there. If the stars only 
blazed in the heavens once every

It was a kind of 
transcendental-religious moment for 
me. 

Like Daniel Boone and False Cape 
Flynn, two men I've come to admire 
and respect, I don't spend too much 
time in church, but that doesn't mean 
I'm irreligious. 

Boone, questioned by a preacher 
about his faith, remark«J, " I always 
loved God ever since I could recol- 
lect." 

Boone and I feel the way about the 
Almighty. 

Nature is my church. Covered with 
fresh blanket of snow, the white 
woods are my cathedral and the pow- 
dered paths center aisle. Thanks for 
everything. Amen.

natural progression. 1st ART 
expands the center's former 
Project" St ART program for 4- and 
5-year-olds. 

The classes are being offered 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 
Experienced educators teach age- 
appropriate curriculum based on 
a playful approach to art. 

The children explore a variety 
of topics and themes through fun 
studio projects, including 
drawing, printmaking, painting, 
clay sculpture and collage, as 
well as games and activities in 
the studios and galleries. 

Topics include celebrations 
around the world, favorite artists, 
people, places, animals, city 
and country, even self and 
family. Music and storytelling are 
incorporated to make it a whole 
learning experience. 

For little tots, 1st ART can be 
as simple as taking crayon to 
paper. For the older children, 
their imagination is the limit.

The workshop partici- 
pants will be able to show off their 
talents at the Kempsville Play- 
house on April 7 with a. cabaret 
performance of the "Shower 
Singers." 

"I want the community to work 
with these artists," she said, ex- 
plaining that when she began 
studying the performance arts, she 
studied under as many skilled per- 
formers as possible, which she 
cites became her foundation. '1 
want to offer that," she added. 

Adults aren't the only ones Dan- 
itz's is attracting to the playhouse. 
In fact, her first workshop and pro- 
duction was for the area children, 
who concluded their experience 
with six productions of "Pocahon- 



tas." 

"It was the best experience I had 
in' a very long time," said 11-year- 
old Elizabeth Standworth, who 
played a settler in the musical. 

For children like Standworth, 
Danitz said that the playhouse is an 
excellent place where they can learn 
to perform. 

"Some kids love basketball and 
others love the theater," Danitz 
said. "They should have the oppor- 
tunity." 

While those involved with the re- 
vival of the playhouse say that the 
Kempsville Playhouse is a great 
asset for (he community, they also 
admit that it is one of Virginia 
Beach's best kept secrets. 

"It is a wonderful outlet," said 
Marie Thompson, who began vol- 
unteering for Danitz after seeing 
High Frequency Wavelengths. 

However, she explained that the 
playhouse needs more publicity. 

"People do not even know that it 
exists," she stated, blaming low 
audience turnout to its low visibili- 
ty in the community. 

Judy Griffin, whose children have 
participated in Danitz's produc- 



tions, agrees but also blames the 
lack of city support. 

"I think the city should take it 
more seriously," Griffin said. '1 
don't think they are looking at the 
big picture." 

While the city no longer funds 
the playhouse after it cut the the- 
ater from its budget and closed it in 
1992, it does help publicize Dan- 
itz's events, said Victoria MaGee, a 
city marketing specialist. 

She said that Danitz has a con- 
tractual agreement with the city. 

"She is being allowed to tievive 
the playhouse, but it is not being 
backed by the city," she said, 
adding that she doubts that the the- 
ater will ever be a part of city's 
budget again. 

"The community is thrilled tfiat 
she is trying to see it open again," 
MaGee said. "I wish her the best. 
She is excellent at what she does." 

If Danitz has it her way, the 
Kempsville Playhouse will soon 
be bustling with people at her pet-r 
formances and workshops. 

"Just it have it bouncing Uvely," 
said Danitz about her dream for the 
theater.

Virginia Beach City Council has over- 
whelmingly voted in favor of bringing to 
the Pembroke area a Town Center which 
is expected to raise the city to a level of 
development which will allow it to com 
pete economically not only in the region 
but nationally.

'Mike for

Miguel J. "Mike" Arsuagahas request- 
ed permission of City Manager James K. 
Spore to display "Mike for Mayor" cam- 
paign signs at various intersections 
throughout Virginia Beach from March? 
through May 2. 

Arsuaga was with the Friends of 31st 
Street citizens group involved in an inci- 
dent Saturday where Spore removed the 
group's signs directing citizens to sign a 
petition. The group opposes the city's 
proposed 32nd Street development plan 
for a $50 million luxury hotel and park 
along the Oceanfrontat 31st Street. 

The signs protesting fhe.devdoproent 
was placed in tl^ median and at the shop- 
ping center entrance at Hilltop. The signs 
placed in a median violated city code. 

The "Mike for Mayor" signs would be 
placed at nine intersections — Inctepen- 
dence Boulevard and Virginia Beach 
Boulevard, Lynnhaven Parkway and Hol- 
land Road, Kempsville Road and Indian 
River Road, Independence Boulevard and 
Haygood Road. General Booth Boulevaid 
and Dam Neck Road, Princess Anne 
Road and North Landing Road, Laskin 
Road and First Colonial Road, General 
Booth Boulevard and Princess Anne 
Road, and Old Donation Parkway and 
Great Neck Road. 

Arsuaga requested permission to dis- 
play wire-framed yard signs on the medi- 
ans and to have a volunteer with a sand- 
wich sign in cloSe proximity to the in- 
tersection. The yard signs, said Arsuaga, 
will not be higher than 28 inches off the 
ground, allowing a clear view of traffic 
by passing cars at all times. 

Arsuaga said the signs will not be left 
unattended. If there is no volunteer pre- 
sent there will be no sign. The signs will 
be within 100 yards of the intersection. 

The signs will be erected at or near the 
centerline of any median used in order to 
keep the signs away from passing traffic. 
Volunteers will stay on the median at 
all times and will not step into traffic as 
some newspaper peddlers do. 

At the approach of any emergency ve- 
hicle with its sirens and lights displayed, 
volunteer will turn away from traffic

After four-and-a-half hours of listening

The development authority and the city 
will provide $52 million which will 
come for the most part from revenues 
from a special tax district and tax incre- 
ment financing.

Although McClanan voted against the 
ordinatice, she said she was in favor of 
the project but wanted an extra week to 
study the documents. 

The vote on the rezoning and street clo- 
sure needed for the project passed by a 9- 
1 vote with only Weeks, who has consis- 
tently opposed the project, dissenting. 
Again Harrison abstained. 

Opposition from the public cen- 
tered around claims that the council was 
rushing into the partnership without 
fully informing the public, around con- 
cerns about the traffic in the Pembroke 
area and the expenditure of public funds 
on a private project.

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CHILD PASSENGER SAFETY AWARENESS WEEK 

The ABC's, of love 

February is the time to show those you love 
just how much they mean to you, especially 
the "little ones" in your life. 

If you love 'em, buckle 'em in — especially if 
they're children. 

Child Passenger Safety Awareness Week, 
Feb. 13-19, offers the chance to learn some 
new ABC's: 

■ Airbag safety; 

■ Buckle everyone; 

■ Children in back. 

During this week, police, departments and 
sheriffs offices across the state will be 
enforcing laws requiring the use of safety 
belts and child safety seats when transporting 
youngsters. Not only is it the law, buckling 
them up saves lives and millions of dollars in 
health care costs. 

Anyone stopped for transporting an unbelted 
youth under age 16 will be ticketed. 

The Virginia Coalition of Childhood Injury 
Prevention and the Virginia Department of 
Health remind drivers that: 

■ From birth to age 1, or until the child 
reaches 20 pounds, an infant passenger must 
be facing rear in an infant or convertible child 
safety seat. Never put an infant in the front 
passenger seat when there is an airbag, since 
a deployed airbag can cause fatal head 
injuries. 

■ Children weighing 20 to 30 pounds are 
safest in a forward -facing convertible child 
safety seat. Parents should resist the urge to 
"graduate" children out of child safety seats 
too soon. 

■ Booster seats protect children who have 
outgrown their child safety seats, but who are 
not large enough to wear a safety belt 
•correctly. Booster seats eliminate the 
incorrect safety belt fit that puts a child at 
risk of more severe spinal, and internal 
injuries in a crash. N 

Coalition and health department statistics 
show that 83 percent of children under age 4 
are not secured in a child safety- seat 
properly, or they are placed in one that has 
been improperly installed. Or, they may 
unknowingly be placed in a defective seat. 

With that in mind. Concerned Citizens 
Advocating Traffic Safety (CCATS), a Hampton 
Roads organization, is conducting its annual 
Used, Borrowed and Abused Child Safety Seat 
Round-Up through February. 

Surveys and inspections show that many 
parents and caregivers purchase safety seats 
from garage sales or thrift stores, or have 
been given old seats from friends and 
relatives. Many of these safety seats are 
outdated or have been recalled by the 
manufacturer. Safety seats that have been 
involved in a crash are also unsafe and should 
be replaced. 

The 2000 goal is to collect these used and 
potentially dangerous seats so they cannot be 
reused. In 1999, more than 600 safety seats 
were collected. The hope is to significantly 
increase that number in 2000. The round-up 
will culminate in a ceremonial crushing in 
downtown Norfolk March 21, when a 
bulldozer will roll over hundreds of unsafe 
seats. 

As an incentive to turn in old safety seats, 
participants will receive a $5 reward. The 
seats can be turned in at any AAA of 
Tidewater, DMV Customer Service Center, 
Wal-Marts and Wal-Mart Supercenters, 
Norfolk Naval Base fire stations and Ft. Stoiy 
Provost Marshal Office, or call CCATS, 498- 
2562.

Being a public official in Virginia 

is very strange indeed. Our elected 

officials change their political parties 

like most 

men do their 

shirts. 

Sadly, it is 
almost en- 
tirely about 
men when it 
comes to Vir- 
ginia poli- 
tics. The 
Common- 
wealth is 
about a half 
century be- 
hind when it 
comes to 
electing 
other than 
white men to 
public office. 

B ut that doesn ' t explain why those 
men should hav6 no commitment to 
principle or to apolitical philosophy. 
The only commitment our officials 
have is to their own incumbency. 
Such lack of principles makes' it ob- 
vious that the only interest they rep- 
resent is self-interest. Considering 
that their salaries are paid by the 
taxpayers from public funds, such 
lack of principle is all the more dis- 
graceful. 

It is little wonder that Virginia has 
one of the worst records for voter 
turn-out in the nation. But who can 
fault the voters. Why should they 
vote when nine times out of 10 there 
is not even a contested race on the 
ballot? 

And, even when there is a chal- 
lenger, it doesn ' t matter a hoot which 
candidate wins. Both will wind up in 
the pocket of the same big money 
donors and special interest lobbyists 
who control our public policy from 
City Hall to the Slate House. 

Of course, the outcome of our elec- 
tions matters a lot to the partisan 
elites that control the party machines 



— winning means everything when 
it comes to attracting big dollars into 
their coffers. But it needn't matter to 
the people since neither Virginiaparty 
has shown itself committed to actu- 
ally solving our problems or further- 
ing the public interest (unless that 
interest just happens to coincide with 
that of their powerful backers, that 
is). 

All the Republican spin that deci- 
sions on public expenditures are best 
made at the state level, because those 
officials are more accountable to the 
people, is the biggest joke of all. Our 
state representatives are the least ac- 
countable of all. Entrenched party 
machines control our state, and they, 
in turn, dance to the tune of the big 
money donors that bankroll their 
power. 

It's true that our City Council and 
School Board members are much 
more accountable to us than our state 
representatives. However, neither of 
them have any real power since Rich- 
mond controls the ability of our local 
officials to meet the needs which are 
most critical to us as citizens. 

Not that there is anything wrong 
with political parties in general. It's 
that there is nothing right with 
Virginia's brand of party politics. A 
political party is supposed to stand 
for certain principles and to represent 
its members, not a party machine and 
the lobbyists who control it from be- 
hind the scenes. Such corruption de- 
stroys self-government, which is the 
birthright of every American citizen. 
Since Virginia's elected officials 
simply change parties as the dollars 
flow from one party to the other (with 
the latest fad being a mad-dash to 
switch fi-om "D" to "R"), our cities 
always end up with a,one-party sys- 
tem. There are probably more names 
on the ballot in the upcoming Rus- 
sian elections than we ever see in the 
Hampton Roads region of America. 
How fortunate voters are in new 
Hampshire. Maybe Virginia needs to 



adopt a state motto like "Live free or 
die" in order to actually have the sell- 
government promised us in the Vir- 
ginia and the U.S. Constitutions 
drafted by Jefferson and Madison? 

Neither the Virginia Democratic 
Party nor its Republican counterpoint 
are advocating making unlimited 
campaign contributions by corpora- 
tions, PACs and unions illegal, even 
though those practices are banned in 
federal elections and in every other 
state in the union. Why should any 
organization or business be allowed 
to give money to political candidates 
if it can' t walk into the ballot box and 
vote? 

The saddest commentary is that 
Virginia's brand of govemment-for- 
sale-to-the-highest-bidder is not only 
corrupt and undemocratic, but it also 
produces state and local government 
that are incompetent when it comes 
to meeting the needs of ourcitizens. 

Not that Virginia'sentrenched pols 
and their party machines have any- 
thing to worry about. The same dol- 
lars that maintain their hold on the 
offices also provides them with the 
purchasing power to dominate the 
media, whose only agenda is to rake 
in as much of those campaign dollars 
as possibleduringeachelection cycle. 

The proof that Virginians still be- 
lieve that they have more say in fed- 
eral elections than in state and local 
ones is borne out on electiori day. Far 
more Virginians vote in presidential 
andU.S. senatorial and congressional 
elections than they do for any state or 
local office, including our governor- 
ship. 

However, given the exponential 
increase in the influenceof soft money 
over federal elections, it won't be 
long before our vote won't count 
there either. Unless we get real cam- 
paign finance reform soon, our na- 
tional elections will wind up as mean- 
ingless as the "show trial" elections 
we hold for state officials every other 
year.

Welcome to the real worid. 
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Abraham Lincoln, Part II: 
Our president's legacy 
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While most people know Abraham 
Lincoln was a lawyer prior to becom- 
ing president, few may know he also 
had experience as a judge. 

As ah attorney, Lincoln worked in 
the Eighth Judicial Circuit in Illinois, 
traveling by 
horseback 
twice a year, 
usually in the 
fall and 
spring, stop- 
ping at each 
county seat 
for a brief 
court term. 
Much of the 
time he ar- 
gued cases in 
front of 
Judge David 
Davis, who 
traveled the 
circuit with 
him. When 
Davis was ill 
~^^^"~^"~~ or had other 
personal 
business to 
take care of, he usually asked Lincoln 
to act as judge for a few days. 

On Nov. 6, 1860, Lincoln was 
elected the 16th president. He won 
over three opponents — Stephen 
Douglas, John Breckinridge and John 
Bell. After his election, many south- 
ern states seceded from the Union. 
The new president now faced the 
greatest internal crisis of any United 
States president. During the Civil 
War, which lasted four long years, 
from 1861 to 1865, Lincoln was con- 
sidered the "glue" that held our na- 
tion together. 

On Jan. 1, 1863, the Emancipation 
Proclamation went into effect. On 
Oct. 3, Lincoln issued another proc- 
lamation creating Thanksgiving Day 
and, on Nov. 26, 1863, the first na- 
tional observance of Thanksgiving 
was held. 

Two days after Gen. Robert E. Lee 
surrendered to Gen. Ulysses S. Grant 
on April 9, 1865, Lincoln addressed 
a crowd outside the White House. 
Among other things, he suggested he 
would support voting rights for cer- 
tain blacks. This infuriated a racist 
and southern sympathizer who was 
in the audience — the actor John 
Wilkes Booth who hated everything 
for which the president stood. 

At approximately 10:15 p.m. on 
April 14, 1865, while attending a 
performance of "Our American 
Cousin" at the Ford Theater, Lincoln 
was shot in the back of the head by 
Booth. The president died nine hours 
later in a house across the street from 
the Ford Theater, the Petereen House, 
with 516 Tenth Street now as its 
address. When Lincoln passed away 
at 7:22 a.m. plus 10 seconds on April 
15, Mrs. Lincoln was informed, "It is 
all over. The president is no more." 
Amazingly, during the previous 
month, John Wilkes Booth had vis- 
ited an actor by the name of Charles 
Warwick, who had rented the room 
where Lincoln died, and fell asleep 
on the very same bed Lincoln later 
died upon. 

Also hard to believe is that Lin- 
coln, three days prior to his assassi- 
nation, related a dream he had re- 
garding his assassination, to his wife 
and a few friends.

months, died Feb. 1, 1850. WiUiam 
died Feb. 20, 1862 at age 1 1, while 
Lincoln was in the White House, and 
Tad died July 15, 1871, at age 18, six 
years after the assassination. 

Abe Lincoln was related to Paul 
Revere. Lincoln's father, Thomas, 
was the cousin of Amos and Jedediah 
Lincoln, both of whom were sons-in- 
law of the famous silversmith. After 
his death, Lincoln's body lay in state 
in 14 different cities, and he is one of 
two presidents buried in Midwest 
capitals. 

Although his famous 2 1/2 minute 
Gettysburg Address on Nov. 19, 1863, 
dedicating the battlefield there to the 
soldiers who had perished was actu- 
ally delivered in Cumberiand Town- 
ship, outside of the borough of 
Gettysburg, his immortal words are 
forever engraved on our minds and 
embedded in oui hearts: "Fourscore 
and seven years ago, our fathers 
brought forth upon this continent a 
new nation: conceived in liberty and 
dedicated to the proposition that all 
men are created equal. Now we are 
engaged in a great civil war...testing 
whether that nation, or any nation so 
conceivedandsodedicated...canlong 
endure. We are met on a great battle- 
field of that war. We have come to 
dedicate a portion of that field as a 
final resting place for those who here 
gave their lives that this nation might 
live. It is altogetherfitting and proper 
that we should do this. But, in a 
larger sense, we cannot dedicate... we 
cannot consecrate.. .we cannot hal- 
low this ground. The brave men, liv- 
ing and dead, who struggled here 
have consecrated it, far above our 
poor power to add or detract. The 
world will little note, nor long re- 
member, what we say here, but it can 
never forget what they did here, it is 
for us the living, rather, to be dedi- 
cated here to the unfinished work 
which they who fought here have thus 
far so nobly advanced It is rather for 
us to be here dedicated to the great 
task remaining before us...that from 
these honored dead we take increased 
devotion to that cause for which they 
gave the last full measure of 
devotion. . . that we here highly resolve 
that these dead shall not have died in 
vain...that this nation, under God, 
shall have a new birth of 
freedom. ..and that government of the 
people. ..by the people. ..for the 
people... shall not perish from this 
earth. "

■ Rescue and Transport Agent 
(be on call to pick up orphaned and 
injured wildlife and deliver to a re- 
habilitator' s home for treatment). 

"No matter how much time you 
have in your life, we have a job fa- 
anyone who is willing to help 
wildlife," says VBSPCA Wildlife 
I^ogram Coordinator Linda JafTe. 

She also offers these simple 



things people can do at home to 
help wildlife: 

■ Seal all openings around your 
eaves, roof or attic fan to prevent 
squirrels, raccoons, bats and star- 
lings from building nests in your 
attic. 

■ Put a bird-proof louvered cover 
over your stove and dryer vents to 
prevent starlings from nesting aid 
therefore prevent baby starlings 
from falling down the vent pipe. 

■ Keep your cats indoors to 
comply with the law and to help 
avoid the cat-inflicted injuries that 
are the number one cause of death 
for small creatures in our area.

Patricia Vakos is making a little history of 
her own as Virginia's Social Studies 
Teacher of the Year. 

A Beach native, Vakos' career with the 
local school system began in 1968 at Vir- 
ginia Beach Junior High, where she taught 
geography. She still laughs when recalling 
that teaching was just going to be a one- 
year gig for her. 

"I came from a long line of teachers," 
said Vakos, who lives at the North End with 
her two teen-aged children. "There were six 
giris in our family, and five of us became 
teachers. This was what. I was supposed to 
do — but when I went to college it was the 
last thing I wanted to do," she mused. 

Vakos majored in business administration, 
swearing she'd never step in front of the 
chalkboard. 

"But my mother kept saying, 'If I'm going 
to pay for college, you're going to get a 
leaching certificate,'" she said, 'even if you 
never teach.'" 

When she graduated college, though, all 
her friends were eager to join the Virginia 
Beach school system. 

"So I figured, OK, I would for a year or 
so, too," she smiled. 

During her long tenure with the schools, 
Vakos quit teaching a couple of times to 
pursue other jobs — computer sales, text- 
book sales, the restaurant business. But she 
always came back to teaching. 

"I wasn'^t sure this was what I wanted to 
do with my whole life. But now I know I 
love teaching — it just took a little while," 
she said. 

Vakos taught at six Virginia Beach 
Schools — Virginia Beach Junior High, 
Thoroughghood Elementary, Bayside Junior 
High, Independence Junior High and Salem 
and Green Run high schools — before com- 
ing to Ocean Lakes High in 1994. An origi- 
nal member of the faculty, she was hired as 
one of the select 100 from a pool of 900 ap- 
plications. 

Honored as Virginia's top social studies 
teacher by the Virginia Council for the So- 
cial Studies, Vakos was persuaded by her 
principal to put in the contest^pplication. 
Vakos, however, admits she amost didn't. 
In fact, it went in the mail at the very last 
second. 

"She is the cornerstone of our social stud- 
ies department through her leadership and 
strong instructional background," said Prin- 
cipal Jerry Deviney. "Pat is an innovator of 
new ideas who is committed to her students, 
to her instruction and to the philosophy that 
all students can learn." 

Vakos said, "My philosophy is that a 
blend of student discovery, student interest 
and student-centered education will result in 
greater student thinking, understanding and 
retention." 
• She is no stranger to accolades. In 1999, 
Vakos garnered the Distinguished Teacher's 
Award from her peers at Ocean Lakes, an 
honor she also collected in 1996. She also 
garnered Career Teacher recognition from 
the school system from 1992-99. In 1992, 
she was named DAR History Teacher of the 
Year by the Francis Land Chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 

Her devotion to teaching extends beyond 
the classroom. Vakos has written several so- 
cial studies curricula, the most recent of 
which is a new course within the Beach 
schools — World History to 1000 AD. 
Vakos also serves as a member of the 
World History Standards of Learning Con- 
tent Review Committee and the text adop- 
tion committee for AP European History and 
Worid History Since 1000 A.D. 

Vakos is a graduate of the College of 
William and Mary and earned a master's 
degree in social studies education from Old 
Dominion. 

She's not just a busy teacher, but an ac- 
tive mom as well. With two teen-aged chil- 
dren, Vakos' car is always on the go chauf- 
feuring her active youth| to sporting events 
and practices. And rain or shine, warm or 
cold, she's in the bleachers cheering them 
on. 

"I tell myself, 'One day I will have a 
life!" she smiled warmly. "Just yesterday I 
was sitting in the bleachers freezing and not 
feeling my feet!" 

These days her greatest challenge — be- 
sides making award acceptance speeches 
— is trying to teach 15-year-old son Ross 
how to drive. 

"I don't know how a driving teacher does 
it. I'd be in the funny zone by now. She 
must have nerves of steel!"

fix, but sometimes it's a problem 
you consistently go back to. You 
never really solve it. You put a 
bandage on a bleeding wound and it 
still bleeds. With community 
policing you get a problem and I 
pretty much have free rein to solve 
it how J see fit," 

With community policing, 
- officers like Housden stay with a 
problem from start to finish, 
utilizing whatever tools and city 
agencies and departments that 
they can. 

"It's very rewarding and 
satisfying to know that you've 
actually rid a problem in the 
neighborhood," he said. "What 
seems petty to some people is 
enormous to other people. I enjoy 
doing that." 

Prevention is a large parl^ of 
Housden's job. Addressing a 
problem before it grows is a 
proactive approach to policing. 

"We try to educate the 
community — such as the 
homeowners association and 
civic league — on issues. Our 
goal is not to stay in their 
neighborhood. Our goal is to get 
in there, address the issues, 
resolve the problems and educate 
the community on how to keep 
control when we leave. It's 
putting faith and trust back into 
the zone officers who will 
continue to work that 
neighborhood," he explained. 

The 28-year-old Housden is 
well spoken on community 
policing, which he credits to his 
mentor, Sgt. D.B. Backman. 

"A lot of what we're doing is 
relatively new to the law 
enforcement world. He teaches 
classes on the state level and has 
gone to California on the 
international level teaching what 
we do," Housden said, 

"It's policing that concentrates 
on personal responsibility. It's not 
the job of the police department 
or city agencies to go into 
neighborhoods and assume 
responsibilities thai rightfully 
belong to the residents of that 
community. We don't want to do 
anything that enables residents 



not to take responsibility for, the 

way their yard looks or their 

behavior, for example," 

Backman explained. 

"We concentrate on cultivating 
personal responsibility. The goal 
of community policing is to 
create neighborhoods that don't 
need officers." 

The community policing 
program has done that through 
several means. Right now it's 
concentrating on drug-stressed 
neighborhoods and "where we 
can create the most positive 
change with what resources we 
have," Backman said. 

One of those resources utilized 
by Housden and others is a 
common nuisance process for 
narcotics houses. Virginia 
Beach's process, in fact, is a 
model for others across the state. 

Housden was recognized by the 
American Legion for the role he 
played in developing this process. 

Community policy also 
concentrates its efforts in housing 
and code enforcement, working 
closely with related city 
agencies. 

"By expanding this partnership 
we're involving the community 
policing officers in very direct 
enforcement of code violation," 
Backman said. 

The First Precinct developed 
the protocol used citywidc to 
address the issues of abandoned 
vehicles, unkcpt yards, litter and 
the like. 

"Things that detract from the 
quality of a neighborhood," 
Backman said. "We know that 
this works because we've had 
increases in property 'values in 
every neighborhood we've 
brought this process to," 

Housden's Magic Hollow 
community has benefited in 
increased property values by as 
much as 7.5 percent in a year, he 
said. 

Being able to access the 
community by squad car, bike or 
foot also puts officers like 
Housden in better contact with 
the community they serve, 

"That's why I like this job — 
they let us do what we need to 
do," he said.

In his address to council in sup- 
port of the rezoning and street clo- 
sure applications, Attorney R.J. 
Nutter pointed out that the applica- 
tions have been in the making 
since 1986. 

He said the project will be the 
evolution of Virginia Beach into 
the next millennium, and that the 
project will be the first and only 
high end community center in Vir- 
ginia Beach. He said that the city 
has strived for this type of develop- 
ment since 1986 and some type of 
similar development has Ipeen in 
the comprehensive land use plan 
since 1986. 

After the favorable vote on the 
ordinance, councilwoman Barbara 
Henley was ecstatic. She said that 
over the years she has opposed 
sprawl. She said that she could 
think of nothing worse than con- 
crete surrounding a building. She 
said she was glad to see mixed use 
and that she had taken a trip to Re- 
ston and was glad that that type of 
development was being added to 
Virginia Beach. 

Henley said she hoped that the 
folks who are skeptical will inves- 
tigate the project a little more. She 
said that this is better than the strip 
development that could be devel- 
oped on the project. ^ 

The project will consist of a 16- 
acre mixed-use commercial devel- 
opment with public parking struc- 
tures to be constructed by the de- 
veloper in phases. 

The quality of the project is ex- 
pected to be similar to projects in 
Tyson's Comer and Reston and Or- 
lando, Fla. 

Envisioned are high-rent office 
space, restaurants, cultural offer- 
ings and a setting where individuals 
can park their cars in a garage and 
walk to the various uses. * 

Included will be a park and possi- 
bly structures, such as a bridge, 
over the streets. The developers 
have been granted air rights if such 
a development is contemplated in 
the future. 

Nutter said that this is the first 
plan where someone has stepped up 
to the plate and the only one where 
the applicant has addressed the 
comprehensive plan instead of 
shaking it up. 

In addition to the adoption 
of the ordinance approving the part- 
nership, actions by council includ- 
ed 

■ Closing a portion of Cleve- 
land Street beginning at the eastern 
boundary of Garrett Drive. 

■ Rezoning from B-3 central 
business district to conditional B- 
3A Pembroke Center Business 
Core District containing 18.11 
acres of four parcels — at the 
southeast intersection of Virginia 
Beach Boulevard and Garret Chive, 
at the southeast intersection of Po- 
tomac Street and Independence 
Boulevard, at the southeast inter- 
section of Cleveland Street and In- 
dependence Boulevard, and at the 
southeast intersection of Columbus 
Street and Independence Boulevard. 

Nutter said that the new zoning 
would be more restrictive, that fiee 
standing restaurants would not be 
permitted, automobile dealerships 
would not be permitted, that conve- 
nience stores would be prohibited 
as well as distribution centers, 
warehouses and storage facilities. 
Nutter said the zoning would 
provide for a greater degree of inter- 
nalization and would not require 
people to drive from one use to an- 
other. 

In an effort to put everything on 
the table, to give citizens all the 
information available, council went 
through an unprecedented exercise 
of having staff and consultants give 
a step-by-step explanation of the 
8 1 -page development agreement be- 
tween the' Town Center Associates, 
L.L.C. and the city of Virginia 
Beach Development Authority. 
This took two hours. 

By this time, all but a handful re- 
mained of the audience which had 
almost filled the council chambos. 
Most of the audience indicated by a 
show of hands that they favored the 
jMDJect. 

Peter Kane, an attorney with the 
consulting law firm of Hunton and 
Williams, went over the document 
along with City Attorney Leslie 
Lilley and City Treasurer Patricia 
Phillips. 

To a charge by one of the ^leak- 
ers, Wally Erb, that the plan <fd 
not include risk management, Lil- 
ley said that the plan does include 
risk management and that no plan 



covers all risks. He said that risk 
management provisions are includ- 
ed at various check points, but -1 
can't tell you this document is risk 
free." He said, however, that the 
document has more protection for 
the city than any the city has had 
in the past 10 years. 

Mike Arsuaga^who is 

running for mayor in the May 
councilmanic election, said that 
there was danger in the speed with 
which the city is proceeding. Ifc 
said that although Henley said the 
idea has been around for 20 years, 
the first time the prices were an- 
nounced was nine weeks ago. Ifc 
said he had three concerns: 

■ The traffic - the intersection is 
one of the busiest in the city. 

■ The tenants - tenants move 
from one section to another, creat- 
ing ghost towns of existing cen- 
ters. 

■ The FBI reported investigation 
in the affairs of Armada Hoffler. 
Reports are that the FBI is investi- 
gating the possibility of irregulari- 
ties iry connection with Armada 
Hoffler's construction of the jail in 
CtKsapeake. 

Harrison said that he was "quite 
shocked" over Arsuaga's wanting 
to delay the project. He said that 
after conversations with him, he 
seemed to be supportive. 

Gus Gruiesekoch said he was op- 
posed to the development and 
thanked Weeks for his stand. 

He said he could not understand 
how council can give $52 million 
in corporate welfare and said there 
must be compelling reasons for the 
FBI to look into Armada Hoffler. 
He said that business wants to lo- 
cate in the suburbs. He said that 
subsidizing the private sector flies 
in the face of the free enterprise 
system. 

Sandy Linkos, president of the 
Citizens Action Coalition, said she 
could not support the project now. 

He said the city would be spend- 
ing $52 million when it will have 
no ownership and asked that the 
city not use money for Ferrell 
Parkway for the project. 

She said that if,the parking con- 
templated for the project will have 
2,229 or 2,608 spaces and 3,800 
jobs will be created by the projects, 
where would the employees park. 
(Later it was explained that the 
3,800 jobs would be created city- 
wide.) 

She criticized the fact there is no 
expiration date on the project mi 
this would be the biggest business 
partnership in the city's history. 

John Tinkham almost opposed 
the project because of traffic con- 
gestion and concerns about the FBI 
investigation "nobody seems to 
know anything about it." 

He said he has noticed that the 
cities with downtowns have the 
highest tax rates and if the develop- 
er is not around. 

Al Strazzulo said the decision 
was made last Tuesday to hold the 
public hearing this Tuesday, which 
is unfair to the public. He said he 
did not really feel comfortable with 
the idea that this community can 
stand two downtowns, one at the 
beach and one at Pembroke. 

He said the Town Center will 
also require additional services and 
that the city has created the impres- 
sion that this is a free lunch for the 
citizens. "I know it's not." 

He said there is no expiration

date and that this is only the tip of 
the iceberg for development down 
Pembroke. 

He also said that the free parking 
will be the Achilles heel of the 
project because employees will 
park there because it's free and oth- 
ers will park on a first-come first- 
serve basis. 

Most of the other speakers, 
many from the Virginia Beach 
Chapter of the Hampton Roads 
Chamber of Commerce, were in 
favor of the project. 

Gerald Divaris, who is part of the 
partnership, said that there is a 
clear choice — Do you want higher 
quality or another big box, mini- 
mum wage development. 

He said that red herrings were 
placed on the trail to derail to the 
project and that delay was not pos- 
sible any more. He said that the 
owners of the property want to sell 
and that the prospective tenants, if 
told it will not happen, will go to 
Norfolk. 

He cited the opposition of the 
Norfolk newspaper and asked, 
"Who runs the city?" 

He said that citizens support the 
project after learning more about it. 
He said that the project is in line 
with council policy and asked that 
the opportunity not be thrown 
away. 

"That's what the (Norfolk news- 
paper) want you to do and they 
will say you are indecisive. 

"He said the project has all the 
hallmarks of success! 

Sam Meekins, an attorney said 
that the city would not be robbing 
Peter to pay Paul, but that this was 
an opportunity for the city to create 
a true financial center. 

Tom Moore said that he moved 
here to escape congestion in At- 
lanta and said that the project will 
be built in exactly the wrong place, 
at one of the worst intersections. 

Kane explained said attempts 
were made to identify risk areas and 
that he was comfortable in the 
form of bonding. He said this is an 
authority project but that the au- 
thority needs the support of coun- 
cil. 

Kane said the developer has 
agreed to carry all types of insur- 
ance, to follow all environmental 
laws and that each conveyance of 
and back to the developer is bur- 
dened with restrictive covenants. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones in- 
terceded, saying that only the prop- 
erty owned by the developer will be 
in the special tax district and that 
the people who are near the tax dis- 
trict will not experience increased 
taxes. 

Lilley said that the property man- 
ager under the authority will take 
care of oversight. 

TTie Barking garage which will be 
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purchased by the city is considered 
a condominium unit. Offices will 
be located overhead. 

Phillips pointed out that the le- 
tention lake which the developer 
will be paying for will be a region- 
al I BMP (best management prac- 
tices) facility which means that it 
will serve other areas. 

The agreement specifies that the 
city will not purchase the garage 
until the office tower is completed. 
Lilley said the city will not be in a 
position of ending up with a garage 
and no building. 

Included in the agreement are the 
purchase of completion bonds by 
the developer so that no matter 
what happens the work will be fin- 
ished. 

Jones said that he and Mayor 
Meyera Oberndorf had met with 
Norfolk officials and found that the 
cost of the Norfolk downtown 
garage was in line with what the 
Town Center garage cost will be. 

To support the city's conclusion 
that the project will pay for itself, 
the city says: 

■ Incremental real estate taxes 
generated primarily by the project 
($21.3 million over 10 years and 
$56.5 million over 20 years) will 
pay for the public parking garages 
($34.4 million). 

■ The land will be purchased by 
the developer by 2006, guaranteed 
through a performance bond, cover- 
ing aH costs incurred by the Vir- 
ginia Beach Development Authori- 
ty ($6.2 million). 

■ The net fiscal impacts generat- 
ed by the project ($9 million over 
10 years and $20 million over 20 
years) will more than offset infras- 
tructure costs ($1 1 million Hinded 
through the capital improvement 
program and the economic develop- 
ment incentive fund) and yield a 
positive return to the city and the 
schools. 

■ Properties inside the Town 
Center will pay a higher real estate 
tax rate if required to cover any ad- 
ditional costs related to the public 
parking garages. 

■ The school system will be 
better off than if the project is not 
built because it will receive more 
funds from the revenue sharing for- 
mula, primarily taxes from the em- 
ployment and spending generated 
by the Town Center project. 

■ Employment is projected at 
800 direct and indirect jobs in Year 
1 and more than 3,800 by Year 9. 

■ Personal income from em- 



ployment will be approximately 
$21 million in Year I and more 
than $99 million hy Year 9. 

■ Economic output is estimated 
to be $45 million in Year I cincl 
$210 million by Year 9. 

The project fulfills score objec- 
tives of the comprehensive plan by 
producing economic vitality, en- 
abling the private sector to strive 
forward to higher quality and higher 
levels of investment, reducing pres- 
sure on land use patterns' that call 
for preservation of open space and 
rural uses in the southern part of 
the city, increasmg per capita in- 
comes which have declined relative 
to the state and nation by creating 
jobs in information processing, fi- 
nance, law, technology, accountmg 
and communications. 

Also, the city estimates the state 
will directly benefit from $18.2 
million in additional sales faxes 
over 10 years and $55.2 million 
over 20 years. 

Jones emphasized that no cash 
will be involved. "This will be 
bonded debt," and said the city will 
realize a return of $9n().(M)() a year 
on no cash investment because the 
increased tax revenue will be pay- 
ing off the debt. "I'd love to make 
$900,000 with no cash invest- 
ment." 

After the document presentation, 
Lilley said, "We've tried lo tell you 
everything we know." 

Jones noted there were some peo- 
ple who mentioned they did not 
know what was in the agreement. 
"If they had stayed (to hear the pre- 
sentation) they would know." 

Lilley .said the developer has been 
very reasonable to work with — "a 
delight to work with in making up 
this agreement." 

As for (he coinments on traf- 
fic. Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that while the square footage 
of developed space will he smaller 
than it could have been with the 
original zoning, square ftwtage 
does not tell the whole story. He 
said that this project is pedcsuian- 
oriented and people will have the 
opportunity to walk. 

He said that the parking prob- 
lems al the OccanfronI are caused 
by a lot of cruising around looking 
for parking spaces. Here parking 
would be planned, convenient and 
will include a lot of offices as op- 
posed to all retail. The offices will 
have traffic at peak periods. He said 
that he is convinced that this is the 



best development to deal with traf- 
fic. There will be a little bit of 
congestion, hut that would happen 
anyway. 

McClanan said she was in favoi^' 
of the project but was not comfort- 
able with the contracts going out 
only the previous day. She said she 
was not willing to vote that day. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
said that he respected McClanan's 
opinions but that he could not re- 
member when his council haddone 
such an extraordinary job in com- 
municating to the public. 

"I don't know anything else that 
could be done." He said (the presen- 
tation) "was brutal to listen to, "but 
the right thing to do." 

Councilman Linwood Branch III 
said that every question the public 
has asked has been answered to his 
satisfaction. He said he could not 
recall going through anything in 
this detail and remarked that it was 
curious that the folks who wanted 
the answers were not there. He 
said, however, that he had given up 
trying to please all of the people 
and gave up trying to make the ed- 
itorial staff on the Pilot happy a 
long time ago. 

Councilwoman Margaret Eure 
said that council has gone through 
extraordinary means. 

Henley added that council did the 
memorandum of understanding last 
December and the document "in- 
cluded all the points which we said 
would be necessary." 

Eure said that she took it person- 
ally when she was misquoted. She 
said a newspaper article said that 
she said she was not sure how she 
would vote. She said she did not 
say this. 

Weeks said that he was not con- 
vinced that the schools would not 
be harmed, that the project would 
not be taking money from the rev- 
enue stream. 

Oberndorf said that 53 percent of 
the operating budget would still be 
going to the schools under the 
city/school revenue sharing policy. 

Spore said the schools would be 
better off with the program than 
without. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
said that she had be^n prepared to 
ask. for a week's dfeferral but the 
slep-by-steijpjifocess convinced her 
otherwise. 

After the vote, Jones said that 
some of the people who spoke 
against the project brought up 
some valid points.

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Beach firefighters embroiled in 
safety issues, launch petition

Virginia Beach firefighters are sharp, 
quick, articulate, educated, highly-skilled 
and organized. They are also disciplined, 
loyal and love what they do for a living. 

Perhaps that is why it surprised many 
people in Hampton Roads when mem- 
bers of this branch of the city's emergen- 
cy services stepped into the public lime- 
light last week asking the citizens to 
support their recommendations of change 
to city policy on what they consider 
"life-and-death issues." 

The group was so derermined to let the 
public know about these issues that they 
have been digging up grassroots support 
in local civic leagues since November. 
They have spoken to 12 groups and have 
now hired a public relations firm to 
spread the word to the media. They hope 
to present 10,000 signatures on a peti- 
tion to City Council and plan to influ- 
ence elections in April. 

The firefighters are members of the In- 
ternational Association of Firefighters, 
Local 2924. 

At a meeting of Brighton on the' Bay 
Civic League, the group outlined five 
key areas they are concerned about. They 
include more staffing, improve response 
time, a paramedic engine company, 
putting the fire department in charge of 
all technical rescue including water ^ 
vehicle, and having all volunteers answer 
to a paid professional. 

"The fire department has a budget of 
$26 million," said Capt. Tim Riley. "We

are not here to ask for anymore money. 
We want the city to utilize its resources 
to the maximum potential." 

For example, the minimum recom- 
mended number of firefighters for a metro 
area is 400* and there are currently 368. 
In addition, to meet recommended OSHA 
requirements, four firefighters must be on 
the scene before anyone enters a vacant 
burning building. Two firefighters must 
stay on the outside while two go into the 
structure. 

But since there are only three firefight- 
ers on a vehicle, they must wait for an- 
other unit to arrive before entering the 
building. Waiting increases the risk to 
the firefighters and increases property 
damage. The group said that is what hap- 
pened to the two firefighters who were

"That's what kills — the flashover." ' 
However, if there are people in the

Open Space 

The city of Virginia Beach and its 
Parks and Recreation Department are re- 
questing input from Virginia Beach citi- 
zens regarding its Open Space Program. 

In order to gauge piiblic interest, ideas 
and suggestions regarding "open space" 
or undeveloped parcels, the department 
will hold seven public meetings and one 
open house, February through May, at 
various sites. 

Upon completion of the meetings, the 
department will update a previous 1994 
Outdoors Plan with open space acquisi- 
tion and potential funding recommenda- 
tions for Virginia Beach City Council. 

Created in 1994, the city's Open Space 
Program was developed to form an attrac- 
tive, environmentally sensitive open 
space system, including trails: greenways 
and scenic waterways; beaches; parks, 
natural and agricultural areas; scenic tixii 
corridors; and attractive and pleasing 
places to live, work and play. 

Through the update, Virginia Beach 
Parks and Recreation will make a com- 
mitment to preserve available parcels of 
open space in Virginia Beach, particular- 
ly in those areas in the northern end of 
the city threatened by urban sprawl.

Could be the beginning of cities 
worldng togetlier for solution

Last Friday afternoon may have masked 
the beginning of a more united ftont 
among Hampton Roads cities to combat 
homelessness. 

It was the first time area homeless ad- 
vocates joined together for an aftoiwon 
of networking and dialogue at a confo-- 
ence held at Monumental United 
Methodist Church in Portsmouth. 

About 110 homeless service provktes 
and city officials focus^ the exchange on 
the funding process for each locality's 
"continuum of care" — which is a plan 
cities submit to the U.S. E^partmentc^ 



Housing and Urban Development ex- 
plaining how federal money will be used 
to move the homeless to self-sufficiency. 

While all cities are welcome to submit 
their strategy under this policy, not all 
qualify for funding. 

John Baker of HUD' s Richmond field 
office explained that continuum of can: 
programs are competitive because the 
stronger ones get the most money. How- 
ever, he told conference participants that 
by working together they could maxi- 
mize their resources. 

"If you want to end the problem, this 
is the way to do it," he said. 

"Homeless people don't stop at the 



city's lines," Baker explained. "They ae 
going to go where the services are." 

He noted that when cities work togeth- 
er to solve homelessness, they only 
strengthen their own continuum of care. 

"Why create a new program in 
Portsmouth when they have it in Nor- 
folk?' he asked. 

Because Virginia Beach and Norfolk oe 
the only South Hampton Roads cities to 
receive government funds under this poli- 
cy that began several years ago, their 
homeless advocates shared experiences 
with representatives from Chesapeake, 
Suffolk and Portsmouth, who have yet to 
receive HUD i^^Moval. 

"We've seen other communities strug- 
gling a bit more," said Lynne Carruth. 
Virginia Beiurh coordinator of homeless 
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POOLING RESOURCES. During a 
workshop at the homeless conference.

Our Congress 
holds itself 
beyond reproach 

It would be as naive to suppose that 
the members of the United States 
Senate and House of Representatives 
are unaware of the dark stains on 
their institu- 
tions as it

tion that flourishes in their midst. 
Many members who might be 
tempted to speak out against the 
abuses around them and in the White 
House find that they cannot. They 
have been compromised by the small 
favors they have done, or intimidated 
by the wielders of power, or bought 
off by the necessity of seeking funds 
for re-election, or hushed by a code of 
comradeship that ignores morality. 
Their silence is complicity in the 
deeds of the corrupt. Congressmen, 
no matter how lofty then- motives, 
have been flattered into believing that 
they are different from the rest of us, 
as if the process of election has some- 
how lifted them above other Ameri- 
cans and made them more knowing, 
more worthy and less subject to re- 
proach than the people who elect 
them. 

Congressmen and women, too, can 
easily become insulated from the 
world around them. Their office staffs 
act as buffers between them and dis- 
agreeable news. 

Wherever Congressmen go, they 
are treated with adulation. Many or- 
dinary men and women among them 
are lulled into believing they receive 
this treatment because they deserve 
it, and even those who resist the nar- 
cotic of flattery are not entirely im- 
mune to the heady atmosphere on 
Capitol Hill. 

One of the laws governing the con- 
duct of Congressmen is the archaic 
Corrupt Practices Act, which was 
passed in 1925 — long before the 
costs of radio and television made 
political campaigns soar beyond the 
means of all but the most wealthy — 
and is universally ignored today. 

There are many abusers of power, 
the transgressions of morality and the 
law that are commonplace in Con- 
gress today. As I watched Bill 
Clinton's long-winded State of the 
Union speech, I could not help but 
notice members of both parties jump- 
ing up and down and cheering in 
profound adoration for an impeached, 
lying, draft-dodging, sexually-de- 
praved president. 

I knew then as I have suspected for 
some time that the lunatics are surely 
running the asylum. Sadly, I see noth- 
ing in the future for America cut the 
same old thing, business as usual.

On Feb. 22, 1732, at Wakefield 

Plancation in Westmoreland County, 

VA., Augustine Washington and his 

second wife, Mary Ball Washington, 

a prosperous Virginia gentry couple 

of English descent, had their first son 

and named 

him George 

Washington. 

He was the 

eldest of six 

children. 

George 
spent his 
early years 
on the family 
estate on 
Pope's Creek ' 
along the 
Potomac' 
River. His 
childhood of- 
fered few 
omens of 
greatness. He* 
was bom into 
^^^""^"■""^ an aristo- 
cratic Vir- 
ginia family, 
bent almost exclusively on growing 
tobacco and preparing timber. His 
early education was rudimentary, re- 
ceiving his primary education at a 
nearby churchyard school and at a 
boarding school 30 miles away. 

He enjoyed learning about the prac- 
tical world (how to count one's goods 
and be a good gentleman farmer), but 
was not versed in the literary classics 
oftheday, nordidheexcel inreading 
or languages. His studies did include 
the study of mathematics, surveying 
and the "rules of civility," a list of 
1 10 sayings providing morals as well 
as manners adopted from a Jesuit 
text. These expressions served as his 
behavioral Bible and he kept them 
with him everywhere he went. 

As the third son in a gentrified 
clan, young George, like so many 
other sons, learned that assimilation 
into the upper classes was one way to 
ensure social and even financial suc- 
cess. 

He had to acquire manners befit- 
ting a gentleman. In Washington's 
early teens his formal education came 
to an end. 

His childhood offered few omens 
of greatness. His talents being more 
solid than showy, were not suffi- 
ciently developed for public notice. 
His contemporaries reported that in 
his youth, he was grave, silent and 
thoughtful; diligent and methodical 
in business, dignified in his appear- 
ance; and strictly honorable in his 
deportment. In his maturity, he grew 
6'3" tall and had a graceful stance. 
He was considered to be a natural 
athlete and expert horseman. His pol- 
ished manners raised the standard for 
those around him. 

George's father died in 1 743 when 
George was 1 1 years old, leaving him 
500 acres and 10 slaves. His half- 
brother, Lawrence, inherited the 
Mount Vernon estate. George idol- 
ized his half-brother and even wanted 
to follow him into a naval career, but 
his mother discouraged him from 
doing so. Lawrence, who became 
something of a substitute father for 
his brother, had married into the 
Fairfax family, prominent and influ- 
ential Virginians who helped launch 
George's career. 

In 1 748, at the age of 1 6, Washing- 
ton joined a surveying party sent out 
to the Shenandoah Valley by Lord 
Fairfax, a land baron and in-law to 
Lawrence. For the next few years, he 
conducted surveys in Virginia and 
present West Virginia and gained a 
lifetime interest in the West. He 
helped lay out the Virginia town of 
Belhaven (now Alexandria) in 1749 
and was appointed surveyor for 
Culpeper County. 

In 1751-52, Washington accom- 
panied Lawrence to Barbados, West 
Indies, in an effort to cure Lawrence 
of tuberculosis, but Lawrence died in 
1 752, soon after the brothers returned. 
In 1754, winning the rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel and then colonel in the 
militia, Washington led a force that 
sought to challenge French control of 
the Ohio River Valley , but met defeat 
at Fort Necessity, PA, an event that 
helped trigger the French and Indian 
War (1754-63). Discouraged by his 
defeat and angered by discrimination 
between British and colonial officers 
in rank and pay, he resigned his com- 
mission near the end of 1754. 

That same year, he leas^ the Mount 

Vernon estate from Lawrence's 

widow. He ultimately inherited it 

upon her death in 1761 . 

In 1755, Washington re-entered 



military service and at the age of 23 
was promoted to colonel and ap- 
pointed commander-in-chief of the 
Virginia militia, with responsibility 
for defending the frontier. 

From his correspondence during 
these years, Washington can be seen 
evolving from a brash, vain and opin- 
ionated young officer, impatient with 
restraints and given to writing ad- 
monitory letters to his superiors, to a 
mature soldier with a grasp of admin- 
istration and a firm understanding of 
how to deal effectively with civil 
authority. 

Although young in years, he learned 
quickly, and meeting the problems of 
recruitment, supply and desertions 
with a combination of brashness and 
native ability earned him the respect 
of his superiors. 

Late in 1758 or early in 1759, dis- 
illusionedover governmental neglect 
of the militia and irritated at not ris- 
ing in rank, he resigned and headed 
back to Mount Vernon, directing his 
attention toward restoring his ne- 
glected estate. He erected new build- 
ings, refurnished the house, and ex- 
perimented with new crops. He en- 
tered politics, serving in Virginia's 
House of Burgesses in 1759-74. 

In January 1759, George married 
Martha Dandridge Custis, a wealthy 
and attractive young widow with two 
small children. Martha's late 
husband's estate was appraised at 
30,000 pounds. George and Martha 
never had children on their own, but 
along with Martha's two children by 
a previous marriage, they raised two 
of her grandchildren during presi- 
dency. It was a happy and satisfying 
marriage.

After 1769, Washington became a 
leader in Virginia's opposition to 
Great Britain ' s colonial policies. Dis- 
crimination against colonial military 
officers had rankled deeply, and Brit- 
ish land policies and restrictions on 
western expansion after 1763 had 
seriously hindered his plans for west- 
ern land speculation. In addition, he 
shared the usual planter' s dilemma in 
being continually in debt to his Lon- 
don agents. 

As a delegate (1774-1775) to the 
First and Second Continental Con- 
gress, Washington did not partici- 
pate actively in the deliberations, but . 
his presence was undoubtedly a sta- 
bilizing influence. In June 1775, he 
was Congress's unanimous choice as 
commander-in-chief of the Continen- 
tal forces. Overcoming severe ob- 
stacles, especially in supply, he even- 
tually fashioned a well-trained and 
disciplined fighting force. 

On July 3, 1775, at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, he took command of 
his ill-trained troops and embarked 
upon a war that was to last six gruel- 
ing years. He devoted the next few 
months to training the undisciplined 
14,000-man army. 

On March 17, 1776, Washington 
and his troops forced the British to 
evacuate Boston. The colonists then 
moved to defend New York City 
against the combined land and sea 
forces of Sir William Howe. Wash- 
ington lost New York but saved his 
army by skillfully retreating 
from Manhattan into Westchester 
County and through New Jersey into 
Pennsylvania. 

In the last months of 1 776, desper- 
ately short of men and supplies, Wash- 
ington almost despaired. He had lost 
New York City to the British; enlist- 
ment was almost up for a number of 
the troops and others were deserting 
in droves; civilian morale was falling 
rapidly; and Congress, faced with the 
possibility of a British attack on Phila- 
delphia, had withdrawn from the city.

Tracie Denius' jobs offers her the chance 
to work with two of her favorite things 
— children and animals. 

The Chesapeake native and Portsmouth 
resident joined the Virginia Beach SPCA in 
October as its humane educator. The 
position takes Denius into local schools 
teaching students proper care of and 
kindness toward animals, and how it all ties 
into the SOLs (Standards of Learning). 

"Humane education is hard to define. I 
teach students all the way from preschool 
to high school and tailor my lessons to what 
they're studying," Denius explained. 

"For example, I spent a lot of time 
working with fourth graders about habitat, 
rain forests and extinction." 

Her lessons always include the principles 
for which the SPCA is known: kindness, 
compassion and empathy. They're difficult 
subjects to teach, which is' why Denius is 
often accompanied by one of her four- 
legged friends from the shelter. 

"They're the real attention-getters," she 
smiled. "The only way we can teach 
compassion is fofthe children to feel 
compassion." 

Denius holds an associate's degree in 
education from' Tidewater Community 
College-Portsmouth and a bachelor's degree 
in psychology from Christopher Newport 
University. She recently finished promoting 
Reading Month within the Beach schools. 
She enjoyed the interaction with children 
that it offered — or that her job offers, in 
general. After graduating from college, 
Denius worked as director of a before- and 
after-school program, then in sales. She 
realized the latter was not for her. 

"I had to have a heart-to-heart talk with 
myself. I'm just not cut out for sales and 
have some real issues with it," she said. 

Denius was working as a nanny when she 
learned of the humane educator job opening. 
"It sounded too good to be true. . have 
always been an animal person and had my 
share of animals. It combined the best of 
both worlds because I get to teach children 
and hang out all day with animals. I feel 
very lucky to find a job that I love. It was 
like it was made for me," she said. 

Denius calls herself the "resident tour 
guide" at* the Virginia Beach SPCA. She'll 
gladly take folks through the facility, which 
houses about 200 animals at any given time 
and accepts some 6,000 animals per year. 
The Beach shelter boasts a 50 percent 
adoption rate, significantly higher than the 
33 percent national average.

Kick Off PYHO 
area effort

More than 100 Rotary Club and 
community leaders met at the 
Chesapeake Conference Center last 
week to officially kick-off Paint 
Your Heart Out 2000. 

The special day of painting aid 
repairing homes and beautifying 
yards of elderly, low-income resi- 
dents is Chesapeake, Virginia 
Beach, Norfolk, Suffolk and 
Portsmouth is scheduled for Satur- 
day, April 29. Rain date is Satur- 
day, May 6, and the goal is to 
paint 100 homes. 

According to officials, homeown- 
ers who wish to be considered for 
the free, community service pa- 
fonacd by volunteers, must live in 
the house to be painted, have an 
annual income not to txxed 
14,000 and be 62 years or okJer. 
Disabled homeowners and honw- 
owners with exceptional circum- 
stances who do not meet the gukk- 
lin« will also be consicfered. 



Homes that are chosen for the 
project are usually selected long be- 
fore the paint day. Sometimes they 
are found by volunteers who 
worked on homes in the communi- 
ty or when citizens call to recom- 
mend them. The city also helps. 

"The city provides us with a list 
of all who are tax exempt," said 
Demsey James, who's on the home 
identification and selection com- 
mittee for Chesapeake. 

His work begins in the fall, iden- 
tifying and locating houses in need 
of help. 

"I rate them on a scale of I to 
10," he said. "One means it needsa 
little work and 10 means it should 
have been torn down. Most of our 
houses fall in the five, six or seven 
range." 

But James is having difficulty 
these days finding houses that qual- 
ify and that are in n^d of paint. 

"With vinyl siding, we are fina- 
ing houses don't need painted Uked 
tlwy used to," he said. 

However, the need is still thoe 
for carpenters and other skilled 
workras. 

"Our greatest need is for cash do- 
nations and skilled workers," said 
Janctte Whitfield, Paint Your Heart 



Out (PYHO) coordinator for the 
city. "We especially need pressure 
washers and carpenters. We wel- 
come the resources of electricians 
and plumbers as we often run into 
situations that are dangerous to the 
homeowner." 

Vicki Corvin, marketing coordi- 
nator, agreed. She has volirfiteered 
on the project for the last four 
years. 

"We do a lot of minor repairs," 
she said. "There are lots of needs 
on the inside too. We also build 
ramps for wheelchairs, do gaden- 
ing, repair siding and replace win- 
dows." 

She finds the work rewarding, 
fulfilling and fun. 

"It makes you feel good," ste 
said. "You are giving something 
back to the community. It's re- 
establishing your community and 
not let it fall down around your 
ears." 

Corvin recalled a lime at the end 
of PYHO day when volunteers take 
the homeowner outside to see the 
finished work. If the homeowner is 
a woman, she is presented with 
roses and a pin. If it is a man, they 
present him with a pocket knife. 

"One lady had never in her whole 



life received a dozen roses," she 
said. "She was so excited." 

PYHO is sponsored and man- 
aged by local Rotary clubs whose 
motto is "Service above self." 

According to Dalton Edge, vice 
mayor of Chesapeake, Jim Riley 
brought the dream of Paint Your 
Heart Out to Chesapeake in 1992. 
That year, 200 residents gave gifts 
of time and labor. 

In 1995, Norfolk joined in and, 
by 1997, all five cities were in- 
volved in the project. 

"Who says we can't work togeth- 
er," Edge said at the kick-off event. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf of Vir- 
ginia Beach agreed. 

"These five cities set the stage 
for more regional projects and co- 
operation," she said. 

To this date, 203 houses have 
beeri painted in Chesapeake, 107 in 
Norfolk, 60 in Virginia Beach, 25 
in Portsmouth and 10 in Suffolk. 

Oberndorf praised the Rotary 
Clubs and all the volunteer's ef- 
forts for PYHO. 

"You have brought dignity lack 
to the eliterly," she said.

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It's puppy love for 
guide dog trainer 
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For instance, Rose can't just 
open the door and let McKeeout to 
go potty. He has to be on a leash 
and she says the words "get busy." 

"They have to know to go on 
command," Rose explained. "Guide 
dogs are always on a leash and the 
owners have to know when to 
clean up after them in a city." 

As a puppy, McKee needed to 
"go" every three hours amd he also 
had to be fedthree times a day. He 
was also a chewer, so she watched 
him carefully so he wouldn't eat 
Legos and other things that may 
hurt him. He was crated to help 
with the potty training and ci:aled 
when she is not home. 

"He doesn't mind'it," Rose said. 
"I leave the door open and some- 
times he will just go lay down in 
there, and it was so easy to potty 
train that way." 

Besides the cooperation of her 
family, Rose had plenty of help 
with the puppy. She was given a 
manual and a movie, and puppy 
partners from the organization vis- 
ited the home every three months 
to monitor the dog's health and 
progress. 

They offered help and advice as 
needed and assumed financial re- 
sponsibility for veterinary care. 

Rose and McKee also attend obe- 
dience classes once a week. 

"Cheryl McKee donates her class- 
es for any of our dogs," Rose said. 
"Mckee is named after her and she 
just loves him." 

On Saturday, the Rose family 
and McKee will travel to New 
York. There the foster mom will 
tell McKee good-bye, as it is time , 
for him to go on to his next phase 
of training. Rose can hardly talk 
about it and look at the dog at the 
same time. 

"The hardest part is letting them 
go," she sard. 

Once in New York, McKee will 
rest for three days then be put 
through a series of tests such as 
walking up and down stairs, being 
arourtd other dogs and exposed to 
someone opening an umbrella and 
shooting a gun. 

"They will try to do things to see 
the dogs reaction and recovery 
time," Rose said. 

If the dog makes it through that 
test, they are assigned to an in- 
structor for a minimum of four 
months to learn to lead a blind per- 
son safely and efficiently though a 
complex world. When the training 



is complete, they are paired with 
the visually-impaired partner, and 
they will go through another ses- 
sion to learn to work together. 

Rose and other raisers can watch 
the first test if they ch6ose too. 
She has chosen not to. hut will see 
a video when it is completed. She 
is as nervous as a mother sending 
her son off to college for the first 
time. 

If McKee doesn't pass the initial 
test, he may be selected as a drug 
or bomb sniffing agent. If that 
doesn't work, he will be put up for 
adoption. Rose will have first 
choice to adopt him. There is a 
three-year waiting list for people 
who want to adopt the dogs for a 
fee of $800 to $900. 

The estimated cost of breeding, 
raising, training and preparing the 
guide dog and providing each stu- 
dent with a 26-day training pro- 
gram and follow up service is in 
excess of $25,000. There is. no 
charge to qualified students for the 
dog or the training program. 

Rose's first puppy was adopted, 
so she is not sure what will happen 
to McKee. 

"No matter what, it makes me 
proud," she said, watching the big 
dog chase the ball. "The rest is up 
to him." _ 

She will receive a new foster 
puppy in June.

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the building, the firefighters can 
and do enter the building. 

In addition, in the last 10 years 
the city has added 300 new police 
officers to the force and is currently 
hiring more, but it has only added 
30 firefighters. 

Secondly, the group calls for new 
statiops to improve response time 
in Red Mill, the North End and Di- 
amond Springs area. 

"In the Red Mill area, the closest 
fire truck is eight to nine minutes 
away," Barakey explained. "On the 
North End, from 40th to 85th, 
there's a lack of service. The near- 
est station is on 17th." 

The city has also purchased land 
in Diamond Springs, but has done 
nothing with it. 

Riley said the city also just paid 
$1.5 million for a horse farm for 
police horses. 

"How come they can find money 
when the horses need it?" he said. 
"Everything else takes priority." 

The next three issues inter- 
mingle and get sticky. 

The first recommends placing the 
industry's standard advanced life 
support and drug boxes on all en- 
gine trucks so the paramedics can 
use them on a call. Some of the 
trucks have them now, some don't. 
They do have a defibrillator, heart 
monitor and oxygen to help keep a 
patient alive until the ambulance 
arrives. 

Now comes the sticky part. 

Firefighters said if the paramedic 
has gone through a four- to six- 
month course on a volunteer rescue 
squad and is certified by the city, he 
or she can function in a position as 
a paramedic. If not, they may only 
do basic life support and wait fcH° 
an ambulance with a volunteer 
paramedic who is certified by the 
city. They must also yield to that 
person's authority. 

Firefighters find that ludicrous. 

"We are nationally-registered 
paramedics," said Barakey. "We 
have had the same training as 
paramedics in California or any- 
where else." 

In addition, many of the fire ds- 
partment paramedics work part- 
time for Nightingale flights, Chil- 
dren's Hospital of the King's 
Daughters, Portsmouth and Nor- 
folk, 

"These are the elite of the elite," 
Barakey said. "It's ridiculous, when 
a doctor comes on staff in a hospi- 
tal, they don't tell him he has to 
go through four to six man 
months of training to prove he's a 
doctor." 

John Anderson agrees. 

He said the approximately 800 
Emergency Medical Service (EMS) 
volunteers also resent the firefight- 
er paramedics and there is a turf 
battle. 

"It's an outrage," Anderson said. 
"I can't fathom why anybody 
would want to get in the way of 
improving medical delivery. It's 
like, 'You're messing with my 
hobby.'" 

In addition, it may take some 
time for the ambulance to airive, 
such as what happened on Wednes- 
day, when all the ambulances in 
the city were busy A call came in 
on-a cardiac arrest. Since there was 
no drug box on the truck, the 
paramedic could only provide the 
patient with oxygen until the am- 
bulance urived, approximately 20 
minutes later. 

Anderson said the patient arrived 
at the hospital and was confirmed 
as a myocardial infarction (MI) and 
went immediately for a teart 
catherization. 

"If it were you, you'd want to be 



taken care of expeditiously," he 
added 

Last but not least, the group 
wants to be in charge of all techni- 
cal rescue discipline, including fire, 
hiazardous materials, technical res- 
cue, vehicle"and water. Currently, 
EMS is in chargeof water and ve- 
hicle rescue, yet the firefighters 
carry the jaws of life for vehicle ex- 
trication. 

"The volunteer rescue squad has 
six vehicles and only one is 
manned at a time with two people 
in it," Anderson explained. "We 
have five ladder trucks and technical 
rescue trucks that are spread out 
around the city. It is only logic 
that one of these will be closer." 

At the end of the presenta- 
tion, all the citizens at the civic 
league signed the petition. 

"I thought it was worth their ef- 
forts to bring their concerns to us," 
said Cindy Butler Focke, president. 
"These are issues that will affect 
the community." 

She felt the issues were clear and 
the firefighters sincere. 

"They want to better serve us," 
she said. 

Focke said one member of the 
civic league who is an emergency 
room doctor was familiar with 
these concerns. He said the aner- 
gency services department has been 
trying to re-organize for several 
years. 

Following Monday's media blitz, 
city officials quickly responded. 
Fire Chief Gregory Cade and EMS 
Director Bruce Edwards held a joint 
press conference on Friday to douse 
the wild fire within their ranks, 
allay public fears and respond to is- 
sues at question. 

Cade assured citizens who live 
in, work in or visit the city that 
his department was one of the best 
in the area and it takes safety very 
seriously. He stated the public is 
not at risk and they are safe. 

"Our fire department is staffed 
with a group of excellent men and 
women," he said. "We take our job 
seriously." 

Cade said firefighters may enter 
burning buildings under city and 
OSHA policy and the department 
does not put the firefighters at risk 
either. It is a 1997 policy diat 
states the unit cannot go inside if 
the building is vacant. If a life is in 
danger, they can and do enter. That 
decision is left up to the firefighter. 

In addition. Cade said the city al- 
ways responds to a structure fire 
with more than three firefighters — 
three engine companies with nine 
personnel, one ladder truck with 
three personnel and one battalion 
officer. So a minimuth of 13 peo- 
ple responds to every house fire. 
The number is increased to 16 fw 
commercial property and more 
companies may be called in. 

"The city has limited resoincn 
and cannot fund all of priorities at 
the same time," Cade continued. 

However, he maintained that the 
fire department added nine fire 
fighters <n 1996 and 13 in 1997. 
He has requested 21 new staff 
members for the 2000-2001 bud- 
get, and City Council will be vot- 
ing on the new budget and Capital 
Improvement Plan on May 9. 

Also included in the Capital Im- 
provement Plan are funds for a 
General Booth Boulevard Cc»ridc»- 
fire station as well as funds to up- 
grade existing ones. Arrangonents 
have been made with the military 
to help cover the north end and tik 
Diamond Springs area. The city of 
Norfolk also helps near Diamond 
Springs. 

Cade said he has known about 
the firefighters concerns and in- 
volvement with citizens sina 
November, but Edwards k»iied 



about it last week. 

"We're partners," Edwards said. 
"The fire department takes about 33 
percent of our calls. It is absolutely 
inherent we work together in an 
ongoing forum." 

Edwards said one-third of all fire 
trucks are equipped with advanced 
life support equipment, such as the 
driig boxes, but the remaining 
trucks are not because they do not 
meet state requirements for envi- 
ronment or security. Some trucks 
are being refurbished and the boxes 
will be on the ne\* ones. 

As the director of EMS, he does 
require that paramedics spend time 
with one of the 1 1 rescue squads 
where their qualifications can be 
checked and they can learn protocol 
as the city requires. 

But, at the mention of possible 
conflict with volunteers, Edwards 
bristled. 

Virginia Beach is the largest city 
in the nation served by an all- 
volunteer rescue squad. The squad 
received a 97 percent satisfaction 
rating from patients surveyed in 
1999 and contributes neariy $8 
million in free labor to the com- 
munity. In addition, patients are 
not billed for ambulance calls in 
Virginia Beach. 

"All my people are professional," 
Edwards said. "My people taught 
their people." 

He maintained that it was his 
policy that all fire captains were in 
charge if first on the scene as they 
have advanced life support training. 
However, he said everyone works 
as a team. 

"It is a relationship of trust, re- 
spect and acceptance," he said. 'We 
don't have conflicts on the scene." 

EMS is in charge of water res- 
cue, Edwards continued. It seems 
natural as all the lifeguards fall 
under that category. He maintained 
the fire department has plenty to do 
without worrying about the entire 
oceanfront. 

"All sources that have to do with 
people falls under EMS," Edwards 
explained. 

He maintained ambulances have a 
typical response time of 8.6 sec- 
onds and it's only about 3 pocent 
of times when delays occur. 

He also asked the firefighters to 
be patient with their concerns. 

"We're working on it," he. said. 
"There are some issues that we 
haven't gotten around to yet, but 
our job is to protect the public." 

Cade agreed. 

"We are working with the rescue 
squads to provide really good set- 
vice," he said. "We may not always 
agree how things should be done." 

While the firefighters were 
pleased some of issues art being re- 
solved, they feel it is not enough 
and will still continue their mis- 
sion. 

On Friday night, another call 
came in and all the ambufances 
were busy. Once again the ambu- 
lance took 20 minutes to arrive. 

"This happens every day," 
Barakey said. "About 20 percent of 
the time, it takes more than 10 
minutes for the ambulance to ar- 
rive. EMS experiences overload on 
a routine basis." 

Barakey said Virginia Beach is 
the 34th largest city in the United 
States. It has a population of 
430,000 with 2 million visitors a 
year. 

"We're not doing enough," he 
said. "Citizens have a right to 
know." 

He is also still conconed about 
the expertise of volunteers who put 
in 48 hours per month as oppc^ 
to firefighters who work 240 hours 
per month. 

He feels Edwards is trying to pre- 
serve his volunteer system at the 
expense of citizens. 



Homeless 
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services. "Now that we've gotten 
our house together, now it's time 
to reach out." 

Virginia Beach has received feder- 
al money under the current funding 
system for its homeless providers 
since 1995. In December, HUD an- 
nounced that the city would receive 
$550,000 for 2000. 

While Carruth and others echoed 
Baker's sentiments about forming a 
regional alliance, they also admit- 
ted that if more cities receive HUD 
funding, it could translate into less 
money for those already receiving a 
share of the funds. 

Rosemarie Foe, chairwoman of 
t'ortsmouth Homeless., Advisory 
Consortium, said while she was 
pleased with the turnout of the con- 
ference, she was uncertain whether 
a coordinated effort to fight home- 
lessness would evolve. 

"I'll be kind of interested to see 
what develops from this," she ex- 
plained. "Frequently, there is a 
backing off by service providers." 

Regardless of the conference's 
outcome, Poe added that combining 
resources is a good thing. "I can't 
See how it can be detrimental," she 
explained. 

Portsmouth has made a couple of 
attempts to give HUD an accqrt- 
able plan. This year, city homeless 
advocates are working to put to- 
gether a strategy that could give 
them up to $400,000 for next year. 

While most cities represented at 
the conference were experienced 
with the HUD application process, 
Chesapeake homeless advocates 
said that this was their first time 
preparing a plan.

Mark Woodward of Chesapeake's 
Office of Intergovernmental Affairs 
explained that the meeting was 
very beneficial for him. 

"I've learned what has work," he 
added about the information Car- 
ruth shared during the event. '1 
took quite a few notes." 

Because cities like Chesapeake 
and Portsmouth are still working 
to put together a plan suitable for 
HUD approval, Annie White- 
Guertin of the Portsmouth Area 
Resources Coalition said that the 
basic reason for the homeless con- 
ference was to get area service 
providers a chance to network. 

"I think the focus right now is 
on the individual cities with an ^e 
on regionalization," she stated. 

Regardless of the initial outcome 
of the event, many conference par- 
ticipants agreed that it was the be- 
ginning of some kind of unity 
among Hampton Roads homeless 
service {»oviders. 

Ruthie Hill of Virginia Beach's 
Judeo-Christian Outreach Center 
said that she hopes that by the end 
of the year more regional meetings 
will be initiated. if 

"It is a start of being part of a 
network," she explained.

When noted children's author Na- 
talie Kinsey-Warncock visited the 
students of Virginia Beach's 
Bayside Elementary School last 
week, she didn't slop by to read a 
fairy tale or two. 

Instead, she told them about sev- 
eral short, true-life stories about 
real people — her family. 

"I think family stories make the 
best stories," Kinsey-Warncock ex- 
plained to more than 225 young- 
sters in the school's gytnnasiura, 

She told the children about her 
grandmother who at 65 years old 
began sewing 250 quilts. After her 
grandmother died, Kinsey- 
Warncock said that she had to write 
a story about her because she could 
^flot let such a remarkable woman 
be forgotten, which resulted in her 
popular children's book, "The 
Canada Geese Quilt." 

Her other best known book, 'The 
Bear That Heard Crying," was the 
result of investigating her family's 
history over the past 200 years. 
The 43-year-old author's big, blue 
eyes dance with excitement when 
she tells the tale about her great, 
great, great, great, great grandmoth- 
er, who as a 3-year-old child was 
taken care of by a bear for several 
days after she became lost ip the 
woods. 

While Kinsey-Warncock's sto- 
ries flowed from her mouth one 
after another, she insisted to her 
young audience that she didn't 
think she had any family stories to 
tell when she was their age. 

"Every single one of you have 
amazingly incredible stories about 
your family," she said, encouraging 
the children to start asking about 
them at home. 

Principal Janet Zitt said that 
Kinsey-Warncock's visit was ex- 
tremely motivational for the stu- 
dents because she was able to chal- 
lenge them. 

"You can just seethe little ones' 
eyes and their little brains 
clicking," she said, explaining that 
the author's encouragement might

be just the inspiration needed to 
form a new writer in the communi- 
While Kinsey-Warncock may be 
an inspiration for the children, she 
says that she is stirred most by na- 
ture. 

She told the children during a 
slide show presentation, featuring 
her homeland of Vermont, that she 
likes to write her stories in the 
fields atop a green mountain with a 
pen and paper in hand beside her 
seven dogs— not sitting at a desk 
in front of a computer screen. 

Currently, Kinsey-Warncock is 
working on more than 40 books at 
the same time. 

"I have a crazy brain," she ex- 
plained about having multiple sto- 
ries in the works, but later added 
that her busy touring schedule 
keeps her from concentrating for a 
long titfte on one task. 

That schedule includes visiting 
about 125 schools across the coun- 
try throughout each year. She never 
intended to make these stops, but 
once librarians like Bayside's Mar- 
rian Hayhurst discover the author, 
they seek her out. 

"We were so impressed with 
her," Hayhurst said, explaining that 
she decided to invite Kinsey- 
Warncock after hearing her speak 
last May at a Virginia Beach read- 
ing conference. In fact, Hayhurst 
also arranged for the author to 
speak at six other area elementary 
schools on the same day. 

"I really want to get kids to share 
my love of books and get them ex- 
cited about reading and writing," 
she said.

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Conference delves hip tiop culture 



Street gang 
ministry lectures 
on generation

While most academics are not 
known to be on the cutting edge of 
what is hot and trendy in the youth 
culture. Regent University's Dr. 
Benson Fraser said that he wanted 
to be one of the first to address the 
issue of hip hop music and its im- 
pact on society. 

As a result, the communication 
professor organized last Wfeek's 
three-day conference on "The Hip 
Hop Nation" at the university with 
the Rev. Eugene Rivers, a street 
gang minister, as featured speaker. 

The conference drew about 80 
people, including educators, law 
enforcement officers, government 
officials, concerned parents and 
those in the religious community. 
They came to learn about the cul- 
tural movement that began in the 
inner cities and whose musrc is 
now becoming increasingly popu- 
lar among suburban teen-agers. 

The seminar aimed to not only 
teach adults about hip hop values 
and the effects those values have on 
society, but also to show the older 
generation how they can reach out 
and understand the youth who are 
being influenced by the movement, 
said Fraser. 

"I don't think we need to fear the 
hip hop style," he explained. 'We 
have to teach our children to be life 
affirming. If you tell someone to 
go out and shoot a cop, that is not 
life affirming." 

While many rap artists like 
DMX, Lauryn Hill and Notorious 
B.I.G. are causing controversy in 
the Christian community. Rivers 
says that this is not a new discus- 
sion. 

"We've been here before and the 
church still doesn't get it," said the 
co-founderof the Boston Ten-Poini 
Coalition, which uses church-based 
intervention to help at-risk urban 
youth. 

He explained that like rock 'n' 
roll, which originated about 50 
years ago, hip hop is a product of a 
set of social conditions for the 
emergence of an art form. 

"It is a voice and vision of a 
young people who grew up with 
uncertainties. 

"The challenge is still the same 
as when Elvis went on the 'Ed Sul- 
livan Show,'" Rivers said. "The' 
church misunderstood what was 
going on." 

He staled that in its ignorance, 
the Christian community was judg- 
mental and haughty toward the rock 
'n' roll movement as it is today 
with hip hop. 

"We generally just say don't lis- 
ten to it," he added. "We don't un- 
derstand the world in which we are 
to speak." 

Rivers said that in order to reach 
today's youth, adults need to listen 
to and study their music in orderto 
find out their philosophies.

people," she explained. 
She said that because she grew 

up during the disco era she doesn't 

have much experience with hip 
hop, but understands that like hor 
generation, the youth are just try- 
ing to create something th^t is 
their own. 

"I don't have a problem with the 
hip hop generation," she added. 
"They are people just like us." 

Sharon Waters, a Regent student, 
said that it was important for the 
university to host the conference 
because of the implications it has 
for the Christian community. As a 
conservative Christian school. Wa- 
ters said that Regent was focusing 
on an issue that needed to be ad- 
dressed in the church. 

"I've always been a proponent," 
she stated about engaging the hip 
hop generation. "I've been there. 
I've understood, but felt the church 
has not." 

However, not all in attendance 
were so quick to agree with Rivers' 
solution to reaching teen-agers. On 
the conference's first evening fol- 
lowing the minister's address, a 
gray-haired gentleman in the audi- 
ence disputed Rivers claim that the 
Christian community needed to try 
and understand hip hop music. 

Rivers may listen respectfully to 
those who criticize his approach, 
but he doesn't sway from his con- 
victions. 

"You can't take a new paradigm 
and put in the old ways, which dBd- 
n't work anyway," he said. 

Harry Young, president of Youth 
Entertainment Studios, couldn't 
agree more. "I think new things are 
often difficult for people to under- 
stand." 

Young's Chesapeake-based orga- 
nization has been successful apply- 
ing Rivers' philosophy for reach- 
ing the youth. 

YES uses multimedia production 
studios to help young people in 
low-income neighborhoods express 
themselves in a positive way, 
while at the same time allowing 
the YES staff to build a family 
with the teens, explained Young. 

"Young people are beginning to

Whether 
Muller is performing his Washington 
interpretation in the garden of the 
Governor's Palace, the House of 
Burgesses in The Capitol, or the 
DeWitt Wallace Gallery makes little 
difference; whether he is portraying 
Colonel Washington, General Wash- 
ington, or former President Wash- 
i ngton for visitors to the colonial capi- 
tal also seems to make little differ- 
ence. Muller invariably attracts a 
crowd. 

George Washington stepped out of 
Mount Vernon and into immortality 
on Dec. 14, 1799. For two centuries, 
no American has been held in higher 
esteem — or deserved it more. When 
it comes to American heroes, no one 
holds a candle to George Washing- 
ton, the Squire of the Potomac. 

During his lifetime, Washington 
was the nation's number one soldier 
and statesman — to paraphrase 
Lighthorse Harry Lee. 

Washington clearly continues to 
be revered by his countrymen for his 
intrepid patriotism and his uncom- 
promising devotion to the republic. 
Dauntless heroes and noble deeds, it 
seems, are never forgotten. 

When Muller's interpretation con- 
cludes, the irresistible magnetism of 
the Washington persona draws visi- 
tors to him. Mature women crowd 
around him like wide-eyed school 
girls hoping for a few words with 
him. Men patiently wait in line to 
express their admiration and shake 
the hero's hand. Parents with chil- 
dren insist upon having their young- 
sters pose with Washington for asnap- 
shot; he is always accommodating. 
Washington, it would seem, has never 
been more popular with the Ameri- 
can public. 

When Muller learned that Colonial 
Williamsburg was looking for some- 
one to portray George Washington, 
he knew instinctively that he was 
well suited for the position. 

"I immediately thought, 'Oh my 
God! I'd love to do that,'" Muller 
recalled. 

Mul ler' s background in theater and 
education, as well as his resemblance 
to Washington, helped him land the 
role. 

"CW is very exacting and demand- 
ing in what they feel are the essential 
requirements for anybody that they 
offer a position to here," observed 
Muller. 

After a series of interviews and an 
auditions which spanned six weeks, 
Muller finally convinced Colonial 
Williamsburg officials that he was

their man, 

Muller couldn't be happier. He is 
delighted with his role as America's 
first national hero. 

"This is the best job. It's not the 
highest paying job, but it is the best 
job that I've ever had," Muller said. 
"It means more to me than I ever 
thought any job ever could." 

In a time when many Ameri- 
cans are disillusioned with what they 
perceive as a lack of ethical leader- 
ship and moral direction in America, 
many find it reassuring to look to 
America's heroes of the past as spiri- 
tual compasses. 

"I think it's important to portray 
heroes," says Mulier "I especially 
enjoy portray ing^ashington's vir- 
tues and moddMy, and I also like 
emphasizing Washington's concern 
with personal reputation." 

Muller considers Washington an 
extremely virtuous man and finds no 
reason to doubt his legacy of integ- 
rity. 

"We see — more so today than 
then — how easily people's foibles 
seem to float to the top and get the 
attention of the general jwpulace, but 
Washington has been, for the most 
part, faultless," Muller noted. "I don't 
think that somebody who was so much 
in the public eye for most of his life 
could have escaped all that scrutiny 
and have hidden anything less than 
the unassailable reputation that he 
worked so hard to create for him- 
self" 

Throughout the living history pro- 
gram, Muller remains in character 
and the program participants readily 
play along with the living history 
game. Visitors willingly and eagerly, 
it seems, suspend their disbelief and 
beguile themselves into accepting — 
with a little help from Muller and 
Colonial Williamsburg — that Muller 
is, indeed. General Washington and 
that they are living in the 1 8th cen- 
tury. 



"They like asking questions as if 
they are really asking them of Wash- 
ington," Muller maintains. "They 
want to play the game." 

While portraying Washington, 
Muller takes offense when someone 
shouts out "Hey, George!" from 
across the street. "When I'm in char- 
acter — it's ingrained in me — I 
bristle when I hear that," Muller notes. 
"Washington was not known for his 
familiarity or approachability, and I 
play it that way," explains Muller 
who tries to maintain Washington's 
reserve and distance without intimi- 
-dating Williamsburg visitors. "Cer- 
tainly, we can still play that aloofness 
and still keep it light enough that 
people are comfortable with ap- 
proaching Washington " 

When Washington w^s young man. 
Lord Fairfax took over Belvoir, an 
estate not far from where Washing- 
ton was living at the time. 

"He was dazzled by the balls and 
the fox hunts and the society which 
he had never seen," said Muller. 

"And he Wanted, honestly, nothing 
more than to be part of that. 

" Essentially, Washington aspired 
to climbing the social ladder, and he 
had the good judgment to keep his 
mouth shut in order to better fit into 
the social scene. 

"He was ambitious for social sta- 
tus, but once he got that — which was 
early on — I honestly believe that he 
didn't want all of the other responsi- 
bilities that were thrust upon him," 
said Muller. 

"I believe that he didn' t really want 
to be the general. He didn't really 
want to go to the Federal Convention. 
He didn't really want to be presi- 
dent," Muller contended. 

"But his sense of duty was so great 
that he did not dare refuse it." 

While some degree of natural re- 
serve can be attributed to his person- 
ality, Washington seemed to con- 
sciously raise a barrier which dis- 
couraged familiarity. Although 
Washington was affable and gracious, 
he maintained his distance and in- 
sisted that others respect his disposi- 
tion. 

"That's the little bit of paradox. He 
was aloof yet affable . enough that 
people liked him," said Muller. 
"People respected him. People were 
curious, I think, about him when he 
went to the Congress for the first 
time." 

"In Philadelphia, he was the toast 
of society because people had heard 
of him. His notes, 'The Journey of 
Major Washington,' had been pub- 
lished not only on the continent but in 
England. People were curious about 
him. I believe, once he took you into 
his confidence, you could see the 
warmth of the person underneath."

City must ante up $1.6 million 
for commonwealth 's shortfall

Care for the Beach's most needy and 
emotionally disturbed children is fac- 
ing a problem brought on by the state's 
apparent unwillingness to come up 
with the necessary funds to treat them. 

As a result, the city of Virginia 
Beach is left with the responsibility of 
coming up with $1.6 million to cover a 
fiscal shortfall in the Comprehensive 
Services Act (CSA) Fund. 

The same thing happened last year, 
but the deficit then was $464,223. that 
money was appropriated from the CSA 
fund balance. 

City Manager James K. Spore has 
recommended that $1,350,000 of the 
$1.6 million come from the general 
fund. ■ 



Spore's recommendations are to con- 
tinue service delivery for the at-risk 
population and transfer appropriations 
from other city programs; increase the 
reserves established in fiscal year 
2000-20001 budget to address juvenile 
probation and. CSA overages; and to 
accelerate efforts to encourage the 
state to adequately fund CSA and dis- 
continue the practice of transferring 
costs to the localities. 

At a City Council worl^ session Tues- 
day when the situation was explained, 
councilwoman Margaret Eure said that 
it was "disgusting" that the state that 
was "flush with money" would deny 
help for children who are in need. 

She said that the city should send a 
strong message to the state that is is 
not acceptable. 



Councilwoman Reba McClanan saidi! 
however, that "it doesn't mean any- 
thing if we say it; the parents have to." 

When the state created the Compre- 
hensive Services Act in 1993, it con- 
solidated several funding streams with- 
in the Department of Juvenile Proba- 
tion, the Department of Social Ser- 
vices, the Department of f Education, 
Public Health and the Community Ser- 
vices Board. 

During the past three years, however, 
there has been a steady rise in court 
services (juvenile probation) caseloads 
which involve criminal, sexual and 
family behavioral problems. The typi- 
cal prescription for these cases is ther- 
apeutic residential care, which costs 
an average of $104,000 a year. 

Recently, the tend in this type of 
cases has been steadily rising. 

At the same time, juvenile court 
judges compel residential care regard- 
less of whether the city has sufficient

As a single father with two young 
daughters, Scott Graham knows the 
challenges of trying to hold it all 
together. Juggling work, school and 
family is a full-time job — times 
three. 

But he still makes time to reach out 
to others in a unique way. The Father 
Project, a national non-profit 
organization, helps others heal 
wounds which can't be seen — but 
are definitely felt. 

Graham draws on his own 
experience. 

The 29-year-old Virginia Beach 
resident and Old Dominion student 
grew up not knowing anything about 
his biological father. It wasn't until he 
was 18 that the mystery began to 
unravel, and Graham could begin his 
own healing process. 

That year he met his father, Mark 
Bryan, for his first time in his adult 
life. Now Graham is helping others in 
his situation reunite with their 
estranged fathers through The Father 
Project which he and Bryan created. 

"My parents were teen-age 
parents," said Graham, who lives in 
King's Grant. "When I was born they 
were 17. They weren't old enough to 
get married in Virginia and had to go 
down to North Carolina." 

Shortly before Graham was bom, 
the young couple moved to Ohio, 
where thev struggled to make a go of

the prospect of losing his youngest 
son in a rice paddy in Vietnam, 
quickly called upon his close friend- 
ship with Congressman Eddie Hebert, 
chairman of the powerful 
Armed Services Committee. To his 
relief, Chairman Hebert assured my 
dad that he could convert Mike's 
draft notice to a tour with the Na- 
tional Guard with just a telephone 
call. 

That telephonecall was nevermade 
at Mike's furious demand that it not 
be under no circumstances. I can still 
hear the angry ring of my brother's 



voice as he asked my dad, "Why 
should I not serve my country the 
same as my fellow citizens from the 
streets of Philadelphia or the farm- 
lands of Oklahoma simply because 
my family has connections?" 

And, that was from a young man 
who believed America' s policy in the 
Vietnam War was unjust. But, as 
Mike said, "You change by America' s 
policy politically, not be refusing to 
do your duty on the battlefield." 

My father had to admit that he had 
no one but himself to blame — after 
all, it was he that taught us to always 
put principles above all else. And, of 
course, my brother was right as rain. 

So Mike did both — serving first as 
a infantry soldier in the U.S. Army 
and then becoming politically active 
to help stop the war upon his return. 

Much has been made of the rebel- 
lious youth of the 1960s who ushered 
the presidency of John Kennedy, rock 
and'roll and the sexual revolution. 
But far too little attention has been 
paid to the genuine idealism of that 
generation. It was devotion to causes 
greater than themselves that drove 
that generation more than anything 
else. 

Many of McCain's own genera- 
tion, whether they are Republican, 
Democrat, Libertarian or simply those 
who have long-since become politi- 
cal drop-outs, are hearing their voice 
again as he calls his fellow citizens to 
stand up for their country. Nor is it 
any surprise that McCain is also in- 
spiring young people all over 
America. 

Idealism is America's most pre- 
cious commodity. It only survives by 
being continuously refueled by the 
reservoir of our young. That's the 
secret of our great nation, that it man- 
ages to remain forever young. 

So long as we can keep the ideal- 
ism of the American spirit alive, there 
is no stopping the wonders we can 
accomplish for ourselves and the 
world.

Rubber bullets 
and beanbags are

were extreme, 
the visibility poor and high winds 
and snow were constant obstacles. 

Unknown to Washington, of the 
three groups he ordered to cross, two 
turned back when their crossing was 
halted by the ice flows and wintery 
weather. Only Washington'sownunit 
made it across and carried the day. 

Washington had grown enor- 
mously in stature during the war. A 
man of unquestioned integrity, he 
began by accepting the advice of more 
experienced officers such as Gates 
and Charles Lee, but he quickly 
learned to trust his own judgment. 

On the battlefield Washington re- 
lied on a policy of trial and error, 
eventually becoming a master of im- 
provisation. Often accused of being 
overly cautious, he could be bold 
when success seemed possible. He 
learned to use the short-term militia 
skillfully and to combine green troops 
with veterans to produce an efficient 
fighting force. Ensuing battles saw 
him fall back slowly, then strike un- 
expectedly. Even though he lost most 
of his battles, he stayed the course. 

Finally, in 1781, with the aid of 
French allies, he forced the surrender 
of Comwallis at Yorktown. The war 
>yas won. 

After the war he was weary, felt 
very old and depressed and longed to 
return to Mount Vernon to retire as a 
gentleman planter. However, al- 
though longing to stay at Mount 
Vernon, he soon realized that the 
nation under its Articles of Confed- 
eration was not functioning well, so 
he became a prime mover in the steps 
leading to the Constitutional Con- 
vention in Philadelphia in 1787 and 
encouraged by many of his friends, 
presided over the convention. 

Following ratification of the new 
instrument of government in 1788, 
the electoral college unanimously 
chose him as the first full-time Com- 
mander-in-Chief as the first presi- 
dent. His determination to succeed 
and his ability as a superb strategist 
making him the obvious choice. 

J'resident Washington took this 
position reluctantly taking his oath of 
office at Federal Hall on Wall Street 
in New York City on April 30, 1789. 
A statue of him is there today. The 
first presidential mansion was at No. 
1 Cherry Street in New York City, 
where George Washington resided 
for nearly a year. He goi'erned widi 
dignity as well as restraint. He gave 
substance to the Constitution and rec- 
onciled competing factions and di- 
vergent policies within the govern- 
ment and his administration. 

He respited the role of Congress 
and did not infiinge upon its preroga- 
tives. Washington supported 
Hamilton's plan for the assumption 
of state debts, concurred in the con- 
stitutionality of the bill establishing 
the Bank of the United States and 
favored enactment of tariffs by Con- 
gress to provide federal revenue and 
protect domestic manufacturers. 

During his tenure, the government 
moved from New York to Philadel- 
phia in 1790. He superintended plan- 



ning for relocation to the District of 
Columbia and he lad the cornerstone 
ofthe Capitol (1793). 

President Washington served two 
terms, managing the affairs of a na- 
tion in the debt of war and refused a 
third term in 1 796. To his disappoint- 
ment, two parties were developing 
by the end of his first term. Wearied 
of politics and feeling old, he retired 
at the end of his second term as presi- 
dent, refusing a third term in 1796. 

In his farewell address, he urged 
his countrymen to forswear party 
spirit and sectional differences and to 
avoid entanglement in the wars and 
domestic policies of other nations, 
warning against long term alliances. 

He once again returned to Mount 
Vernon, this time for the last time, 
dying three years later, on Dec. 14, 
1799, of what physicians today say 
may have been strep throat. He was 
67 years old. In his will, he emanci- 
pated his slaves. The country mourned 
as it never had before. 

To the letter written by President 
Adams to Martha Washington ask- 
ing that she permit the remains of 
Gen. Washington to be placed under 
a marble monument, to be erected in 
the city of Washington, Mrs. Wash- 
ington replied, "Taught by the great 
example which I have so long had 
before me, never to oppose my pri- 
vate wishes to the public will, I must 
consent to the request made by Con- 
gress, which you have had the good- 
ness to transmit to me; and in doing 
this, I need not, I cannot say, what a 
sacrifice of individual feeling I make 
to a sense of public duty. " 

President 
Washington tool( 
this position 
reluctantly talking 
his oath of office 
at Federal Hall on 
Wall Street in New 
York City on April 
30, 1789. A statue 
of him is here 
today. 

The following that may or may not 
be true: 

■ George Washington had a pair 
of false teeth carved from rhinoceros 
ivory. He also had wooden ones made. 
A pair of his ivory teeth were exhib- 
ited at the Chicago Worid's Fair in 
1933. 

■ President George Washington 
owned a beautiful white stallion and 
always had his grooms apply a coat 
of white paint to the animal before 
making a public appearance. When 
the paint dried, the horse was brushed 
and buffed. Even the hooves were 
manicured and touched up with black 
paint to intensify the gleaning con- 
trast. 

■The Hall of Fameof Great Ameri- 
cans is located at New York Univer- 
sity, and norninees are selected every 
three years. President Washington 
was the first member of the Hall of 
Fame. 

■ George Washington was the only 
president who took part in two inau- 
gural ceremonies in two different 
nation's capitals, first in New York' 
and then in Philadelphia four years 
later. 

■ George Washington was one of 
two presidents who publicly urged 
their future successors not to seek a 
third term. Thomas Jefferson was the 
other. 

■ George Washington was a man 
of immense physical su^ngth. He 
crushed walnuts with one hand. He 
was also a man of exquisite taste; at 
his second inauguration he dressed in 
bl»:k velvet with diamond knee buck- 
les. 

■ George Washington gave the 
shortest Inaugural Day speech. His 
second inaugural address of 133 
words lasted about four minutes.

She is a caregiver and an organizer, 
warm-hearted and professional, sensible and 
ethical. Each day she may be called upon to 
bandage a wound or take a temperature, 
give an insulin injection or dispense 
medication. 
She is a school nurse. 
Carol Flach knows first-hand the qualities 
necessary for successful nursing in the 
education enyironment. For U years jhe^ 
split her time between Windsor Woods and 
Windsor Oaks elementary schools. Today 
she is coordinator of health services/school 
nurses for Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools, a job she's held since 1989. 

The Chesapeake resident is also the 1999 
School Nurse Administrator of the Year for 
Virginia. 

"After having done this for so long, you 
grow in your understanding of what you do," 
said Flach; who lives in Great Bridge.-"Ytra 
don't grasp it right away. I think what I've 
come to appreciate is the role of the school 
nurse in the school setting. We're not so 
much to be a primary care provider, though 
many times we are called upon to, but to be 
responders. The main role of the school 
health nurse is to identify, modify, remove, 
and address barriers to learning. That can be 
simple or complex." 

As coordinator of health services/school 
nurses, Flach oversees as many as 130 
individuals, i{icluding 86 school nurses, 29 
clinic assistants and substitutes. Though her 
homebase is the school administration 
building, Flach keeps an active hand in 
school nursing by filling in at the Beach 
schools and clinics. 

"It gives you a real feel foj your 
program," she explained, "and a perspec- 
tive of what's going on in that school, what 
kind of children they're working with, what 
the staff is like, how the clinic is set up and 
any possible revisions can be made to make 
it better. Overall, they're all doing a bang- 
upjob." 

In her first year as coordinator, Flach 
visited each of the Beach schools four times 
— no easy feat considering there are 80- 
plus school in the city. Now, she gets to 
each once or twice during the academic 
calender. That's a lot of miles. 

"Especially when you consider how 
spread out the schools are across the city. 
You've got Creeds way out on Princess 
Anne Road, Shelton Park in Bayside at the 
other end, then Tall wood and the Beach 
section — the four comers,"*she smiled. 

Nursing practice — no matter where — is 
built on certain principles and standards, 
which are adapted to the environment. And 
the field and its necessity are growing. 
When Flach assumed her position in 1989, 
she inherited a health services manual 
dating to the '60s. It has been pulled 
together into a large, three-ring binder 
which is continually updated. 

"Youngsters come to school ' nowadays 
with many, many procedures which need to 
be done during the school day. In the past 
they used to not come to school with certain 
physical handicaps. That's changed. Now 
we have children who may need gastric 
tube feedings, colostomy care, tracheotomy 
care, orthopedics devices in place to keep 
them in a fixed position, catheterizations, 
diabetics," she said. "This is a growing 
field." 

Flach rates the Beach system as one of 
the more proactive and regressive in its 
approach to student health care. She credits 
a wonderful staff with making her job more 
enjoyable. 

"They work hard day to day, though 
they're up against a lot of challenges. But 
they have built-in support," she said. "We 
are ahead of the curve in a lot of ways." 

In filling a position, Flach looks for a 
good body of nursing knowledge and solid 
experience, organization, motivation, 
independence with an ability to work within 
a team environment, compassion, common 
sense, love of children, energy and ability 
to rise to the occasion. 

"You're one of a kind in the school 
setting, so you're trying to meld health with 
education," she said. 

Noting her devotion to the field, it's no 
surprise that Flach was named the state's 
School Nurse Administrator of the Year by 
the Virginia Association of School Nurses. 
She was cited for her professional 
experience as well as efforts to improve 
health services for the more than 77,000 
students in the Beach schools. 

In addition, she was recognized for her 
community service on numerous city and 
state boards and her volunteer activities. 
Flach has published several manuals on 
nursing and assisted in area research 
projects concerning children's health. 

Flach is subcommittee; chair for the 
School Health Initiative for Education 
(SHINE) at the Center for Pediatric 
Research in Norfolk. She also chairs a 
subcommittee for Virginia Beach Health 
Partners, a city coalition that approaches 
community health concerns. She is on the 
Virginia Board of Nursing and volunteers 
with the pastoral/hospital ministry at her 
church. 

She graduated cum laude from Alvemo 
College in Wisconsin in 1%8 and attained 
national certification as a school nurse in 
1990.

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New assessments Father Project reaches out toothers 
go out next week

Next week Virginia Beach 
property owners will learn how 
much their property has appreci- 
ated, depreciated or not changed 
at all. 

They'll learn whether their real 
estate taxes, as a result of the as- 
sessment, will be higher or lower 
for 200 1 or will remain the same 
Real estate assessor J. D. Bana- 
gan at a work session Tuesday 
told City Council that notices of 
ihe^assessments wiH be mailed^ 
next Tuesday to the 67 percent of 
the property owners who will ex- 
perience a change in assess- 
ments. Of these, 64 percent will 
receive an increase and 3 percent 
a decrease. ■ 

Overall, the projected fiscal 
year 2001 assessment of 
' $21,841,749,508 represents a 4.6 
percent increase over the current 
assessment. Each penny of the 
tac rate generates $2,193,000 in 
revenue for a total tax of 
$267,567,000 at the current rate 
of $1.22 per $100 valuation. 

Banagan said it was good for 
all segments of property to appre- 
ciate, although that means higher 
taxes. It's good for the owners of 
,the property as well as the city. 

At tax time, however, it looks 
like a mixed blessing. 

The average assessment 
change for individual properties 
is approximately 3.44 percent, for 
residential property around 3.09 
percent, and for 
commercial/.industrial property 
more than 4.39 percent. 

While new construction for the 
past 12 months amounted to $323 
million, a decrease of 6.1 percent 
from the previous year, residen- 
tial new construction increased 
by 10.8 percent, while commer- 
cial/industrial new construction 
decreased by 4l.4pcrcen. Resi- 
dential new construction amount- 
ed to 79.8 percent of the total 
yearly construction, while com- 
mercial/industrial represented 
20.2 percent. 

Growth in land due to rezonings 
and subdivision amounted to ap- 
proximately $105,420,343; total 
growth in land and buildings 
amounts to approximately 1.6 per- 
cent of the tax base. 

The good news is that the aver- 
age new house increased in price 
— one third cost over $200,000. 

The less welcome news is that 
the base for commercial property 
decreased 1 percent from the cur- 
rent year, leaving commercial 
and industrial properties consti- 
tuting 18.5 percent of the tax 
base, although the city has been 
striving for years to bring these 
properties to at least 30 percent 
of the equation. 

Residential, apartment and 
agricultural properties comprise

81.5 percent of the tax base. To 
make its assessments, the real 
estate office uses the sale prices 
of similar properties. In general, 
Banagan said, the office apprais- 
es what's typical. 

Properties in all districts of the 
city increased with the biggest 
increase evident in Princess 
Anne, where the total assessment 
was $3,545,124,757. 

The highest total assessment, 
however, was in the Lynnhaven 
district, where real estate 
amounted^ $5,^5, 137,474-, reg- 
istering an increase of 5.8" percent 
of the total. 

As a result of the new assess- 
ments, the first half assessment 
of $10,920,874,754 will bring in 
$133,234,672 in tax revenues, 
while the second half with the 
assessment projected at 
$11,010,874,754 will bring in 
$134,332,672 in revenues. 

Banagan said that anyone who 
has a problem with the assess- 
ment should call or "go to the as- 
sessor's office. 

Single-family construction 
makes up 72.1 percent of the resi- 
dences in the city with a mean 
assessment of $146,100. 

Eighty-eight percent of the resi- 
dences are valued at less than 
$200,000; three percent are val- 
ued at $350,000 or more, and of 
these, 1,330 homes are assessed 
at over $500,000. 

According to the 1997 Virginia 
assessment/sales ratio study, Vir- 
ginia Beach assessments are 91.7 
percent of true value, the lowest 
of the area cities. Newport News 
has the highest ratio of 96.6 per- 
cent. 

Under the land use taxation 
program, 11,069 parcels are in- 
cluded representing 44,307 acres 
with a market value of land of 
$328,803,057 and a deferred 
value of $303,374,933. The land 
is taxed according to land use 
rather than market value. 

Of the 2,351 property owners 
who received exemptions as se- 
nior citizens and disabled persons 
during fiscal 2000, most chose 
exemptions ranging from 20 to 
100 percent rather than a freeze, 
which leaves their taxes at the 
same amount as they were when 
the property owner applied for re- 
lief or deferral . 

The greatest number, 1,313, re- 
ceived a 100 percent exemption 
for 2000. Total exemptions are 
$2,004,618 with the average ex- 
emption coming to $932, the av- 
erage freeze, $67 and the aver- 
age deferral, $1,162. 

Tax exempt properties, such as 
government -owned property, reli- 
gious and educational property 
and property owned by benevo- 
lent organizations, number 2,686 
parcels valued at 
$3,675,824,226.

their marriage. By 1 8, they were 
divorced and Bryan's life was on a 
downward spiral of drinking aand 
drugs.

"At 6 I remember going through 
the adoption process, but I never 
kiiew anything about my father. 



My mom just didn't talk about 
him," Graham said. 

As a teen he'd occasionally 
hear family members mention his 
father, or how Graham favored 
the man. • > 

"But no one would elaborate on 
it," he said. 

At age 16 Graham and his best 
friend were going through the hall 
closet when they came across his 
mother's high school yearbook. 

'"I didn't know what I'd find, 
but I was curious. The first page, 
I remember, blew me away. You 
know how people sign your 
yearbook? It said things like, 
'You and Mark have a beautiful 



son. 



"That's when it hit home that 



they were only my age and had a 
child. I turned the page and, sure 
enough, there was a picture of 
my mom and father. Sure enough, 
it was like looking in a mirror. I 
looked just like him," he 
reflected. 

A few? days after Graham turned 
18, his mother and stepfather, 
"Dad" to Graham, handed him a 
small stack of letters which 
Bryan had been writing on and 
off since the boy was 13. 

"At the time I went through 
every emotion there is. I was 
angry, mad, unset, hurt, mad at 
them, mad at him, you name it," 
he said. 

"I learned he had also called 
when I was around 13 and talked

Jacocks said that the meetings are 
not only a way for him to educate 
the teens about police work, but it 
also gives him a chance to listen to 
what they have to say. 

In essence, the department is 
forming a** partnership with the 
community. The council is one of 
the many ways that the police ae 
trying to connect with those they 
serve and protect. 

After attending the first two 
meetings, Vernon Hunt, a senior at 
Ocean Lakes pigh School, said 
that his perspective of the police 
already has shifted. He added that 
before he thought they only gave 
out speeding tickets. 

"It's given me a better outlook 
on their mission, where their le- 
sponsibilities lie, and what they 
do," Hunt explained. 

Kellam High School's Resource 
Officer David Cook said that he has 
seen similar attitude changes firom 
working closely with the young 
people. He noted that when teens 
get to know him, they realize that 
he does more than just arrest the 
youth. 

Cook agrees with Jacocks that 
reaching out to the students is the 



only way to get them to understand 
that police are working to carry out 
their responsibility to the commu- 
nity they serve. 

"I've just got a job to do," he 
continued. He noted that Jacock's 
council reinforces what he and 
other resource officers are doing in 
the schools. 

The Youth Council serves other 
purposes as well. 

Elizabeth Hylton, an Open Cam- 
pus senior, she said it helps to 
keep her on the straight and narrow 
path. 

"I'm trying to be an example," 
said Hylton, who admitted that she 
used to be in trouble with the law, 
but now has turned her life around. 

"I don't think I'd feel as account- 
able," she explained if she wasn't 
on the council. 

After last week's meeting when 
the youth were shown the police 
department's Communications Di- 
vision, Hylton said that now she is 
thinking about becoming a 911 
dispatcher. 

"I'd like to try and help people 
that I've never met," she explained. 

Planting those seeds for a possi- 
ble career at the department is also 
another motive behind building re- 
lationships with the younger gener- 



ation. 

"We have to look long term at 
the recruitment process," said Per- 
sonnel Officer Julie Pickell, who is 
also coordinating the Youth Acade- 
my that begins in April. 

She explained that the council 
and the academy are an investment 
in the young people. She credits 
Jacocks for making them both \ap- 
pen. 

"He has the ability to see the big 
fMCture," Pickell remaiiced. "We are 
moving in a direction that is ovo-- 
due. I see nothing but positive 
things coming out of this." 

She also noted that through these 
programs, Jacocks is validating the 
youth as important individuals. 

Naomi Belsinger, a senior who 
represents Kellam High School at 
the meetings, said that is some- 
thing that she really appreciates. 

"The officers are nice and direct 
and don't treat us like we're five 
years old," she explained. "They 
treat us like adults." 

Maybe that's because of the way 
Jacocks looks at each youth on his 
council. 

"These kids are the future leaders 
of the community," he said. "They 
are the people who are going to 
grow up to run the city."

versides, nor would he have decided 
that the business route was right 
for him. 

"This helped me out tremendous- 
ly," he said. "I was totally lost." 

That is exactly the kind of le- 
sponse Virginia Beach Public 
Schools officials were hoping to 
get when they applied last spring 
for the $851,000 School-to- Work 
grant from the Virginia Business- 
Education Partnership that inclucfed 
funding for GAP Centers in the 
city's 10 high schools. 

To celebrate the new educational 
facilities, about 50 teachers, school 
board members and others in the 
educational community came out 
last week for the CAP Centers' ded- 
ication ceremony at Tallwood, 
which is a model and training site 
for all the centers. 

Dr. Timothy Jenney, superinten- 
dent for the city's public schools, 
told the crowd that while most peo- 
ple are drawn to jobs by haj^n- 
stanoe rather than a plan, the cen- 
ters would give students access to 
learning about the thousands of 
jobs available so that they can ds- 
cide what career path to follow. 

"Access is key to jobs and 
skills," he explained. 

School officials repotted that stu- 
dents, teachers and parents have 
viewed more than three million 
pages on Career Explorer since the 
public school system first sub- 
scribed to the service last summer. 

Everyone across the board is ex- 
cited about using the center, said 
John Poole, lead teacher for Ocean 
Lakes High School's center. 

"Even our janitors want to get in 
and check it out," he added. "That's 
how across the board it is." 

While the centers may be new to 
Virginia Beach, Poole said that 
other states have been using them

She said that even though the ca- 
reer testing on Career Explorer is 
much less complicated than others, 
it is quite valuable because it can 
take students' skills, interests and 
values to find careers best suited for 
them. 

Just ask Tallwood senior Melissa 
Naeger. 

She never thought about being 
an anthropologist or archeologist 
until Careo' Explorer pointed her in 
that direction. The service even 
showed her what colleges had pro- 
grams for those areas of study. 

"It helped me to decide that I 
wanted to be an anthrc^logist," 
she said. 

However, she also noted that she 
also has an interest in becoming a 
writer. 

For many students like Naeger, 
the CAP Centers open up career 
options that they don't realize are 
available to them. 

Because technology is changing 
rapidly along with job opportuni- 
ties, Ron Hedlund, Executive Di- 
rector of the Virginia Business- 
EdiK»tion Partnership, said that the 
centers will make students less in- 
timidated in the workforce as the 
marke^l^x expands over the next

to my mom. He was getting sober 
at the tiine. She said he could . 
write me and that they'd give me 
the letters when I turned 18. They 
did what they felt was right at the 
time." 

By now Graham was ready to 
meet his father, who now lived in 
Chicago. A meeting was 
arranged, and the two met at 
Tandom's restaurant — a neutral 
location. 

"We had a good weekend," he 
remembered. "Here was someone 
I didn't know anything about, and 
he was my father. Within a 
weekend I knew the whole story. 
He claimed his fault in the whole 
thing, which impressed me." 

But shortly afterward Graham 
felt guilty that he was betraying 
his mother and stepfather. 

"It was a real loyalty issue," he 
said. 

Graham didn't speak to his 
father again for several years. 

In the meantime, he met his 
future bride and fell in love. 
When they became engaged, 
Graham wanted his father at the 
wedding. He flew to Nerw 
Mexico, where Bryan was then 
living, for a week's visit. 

While there, Bryan proposed 
they tell their story, and those of 
others in a similar situation. That 
week they began work on a book. 

"It was hard — real thick, 
heavy, emotional stuff," Graham 
admitted. 

By then, though, Bryan had 
cleaned up his act and quit drugs 
and alcohol. He was already 
known nationally for his co- 
authorship of "The Artist's Way: 
A Spiritual Path to Higher 
Creativity" with Julia Cameron 
which sold millions of copies 
around the world. 

In 1996, "The Prodigal Son" hit 
the stands. The father and son 
team decided they did not want 
to stop at giving written 
suggestions and support — and 
The Father ft-oject was bom. 

Today, Bryan lives in Los 
Angeles and is a frequent guest 
on "Oprah" during father-son 
reunion episodes. Scott is in 
Virginia Beach. But through 
frequent phone calls and the 
Internet they coordinate their 
efforts helping others through The 
Father Project. 

Needless to say, Graham has 
le|riied a lot from his life 
experieiices. He wants others to 
benefit from that. 

"Twenty-one million children 
in America live without tfieir ^ 
biological father," Graham said. 
"I want to work to change that." 

He does this through counseling 
those who contact The Father 
Project, but Graham and his 
father never attend the actual 
reunions. It's too personal a 
moment. 

"We try to help others bridge 
the gap," he said. 

An undergraduate majoring in 
criminal justice at Old C>ominion, 
Graham is closing in on 
December graduation. He hopes 
to work in child advocacy, 
something near to his heart. 

The father of two daughters, 
Caroline, 5, and Madison, 2, 
Graham recently started a support 
group for single parents at Old 
Dominion. He can sympathize. 

"It's for single mothers, fathers, 
it doesn't matter. Even the 
military spouse, even if they're 
not divorced it's like they're 
single parents because of the 
deployments," he explained. 

Accomplishing it all isn't easy. 

"You juggle, juggle, juggle," 
he admitted. "You just have to 
keep all the balls in the air at 
once."
